faster than It fell. Expressway driving was hazardous Friday night 
as thousands of commuters forged through 3 to 4 inches of snow on 
their trip home. 


The lucky commuters were the riders of the Milwaukee Road and 


tho Chicago and North Western where no major delays were re- 
ported. 


But If you ucrc driving, particularly In several areas of tho 


Northwest suburbs, there ucrc some spots which were hazardous 
during this first major snowfall of the season. Local officials and 
motorists say It's the same story in these locations during every 
snow. 


IK YOU STAYED clear of them this time, you were fortunate. 


Here's a report on some of tho ones you have to look out for next 
time. 


The much traveled Dundee Road through Arlington Heights, 


Buffalo Grove and Wheeling and Golf and Hlgglns roads In Hoff- 
man Estates and Schaumburg are the most treacherous. Although 
all arc major four-lane roadways, a combination of too many cars 
and the Inability to remove snow rapidly make those roads nearly 
Impassable during rush hours.

Student reveals details 
of rape in county jail

A DCS Plalncs student is revealing 


the grim details of a four-day sodomy 
and assault ordeal which allegedly 
took place in Cook County Jail last 
month to State's Atty. Bernard Carey 
and a prison reform group. 


The 18-year-old high school senior 


has told authorities that he was 
raped, assaulted and abused for four 
days by four jail Inmates In early No- 
vember. 


A spokesman for Carey declined to 


offer any details on the case, except 
to say there ,wos a complaint and 
there is an investigation. 


JAMES SWANSON of the John 


Howard Assn., a prison reform group, 
said the student has provided the 
group with information about the Inci- 
dent. Ho probably will be called next 
week to testify before a Cook County 
Grand jury that is investigating condi- 
tions at the jail. 


Swanson termed the young man's 


willingness to discuss the brutality at 
the jail "pretty rare." 
. 


"This Is very unusual. As In other 


rape cases, most people are too embar- 
rassed or emotionally unable to talk 
openly about tho situation," Swanson 
said. 


Tho Identity of the man Is being 


withheld by authorities, but sources 
said ho was sent to jail Oct. 30 after 
being arrested on battery, robbery, 
and aggravated assault charges. 


"Ho was placed In a youth dormito- 


ry, which houses males l>ctwecn the 
ages of 18 to 26 years old," Swanson 
said. He added that during the next 
four days he was assaulted and raped 
a number of times. 


SWANSON SAID tho young man 


also has alleged that he was given 
marijuana and amphetamines by oth- 
er inmates. 


Swanson said he has identified his 


attackers at the jail and the Informa- 
tion has been given to the state's at- 
torney. 


He added that the young man was 


removed to another section of the jail 
after repeated complaints to Jail offi- 
cials. His parents were unable to post 
the bond, which was reduced from 
$20,000 to $2,500, after the attacks oc- 
curred. 


Swanson said tho student explained 


the incident to his parents who then 
contacted attorney Robert Maloney. 
The incident was related to the John 
Howard Assn. and tho state's attor- 
ney's office last week, Swanson said. 


MALONEY COULD not be reached 


for comment Friday. 
. Swanson said tho student also al- 
leged that a friend was assaulted and 
slashed repeatedly with a homemade 
knife while attempting to resist a se- 
xual attack at tho Jail several months 
ago. 


Tho state's attorney hopes to deter- 


mine If jail guards were aware of the 
attacks and how the drugs were 
smuggled Into the jail.

Kerner pension rights reinstated 


CARLINVILLE (UPI) - A Sang- 


timon County Circuit Court judge has 
reinstated the pension rights taken 
away from tho late Otto Kerner after 
the former governor's conviction in a 
federal race track bribery case.

nor family, Robert Weincr, Friday 
said In Springfield the reinstatement 
of benefits Involves more than the

Krlilay thwarted Gary Gllmoro's wish to die before a 
firing squad at dawn Monday liy ordering the State of 
fifth to legally Justify his execution. 


(illmoro reacted in niiRcr against his mother and the 


NAACP Legal Defence Fund which filed the appeal thnt 
resulted In a 6-3 decision by the high court to stay his 
execution until (he justice' review his case. 


The condemned man said In a statement Issued by his 


agent that he wanted them to "butt out of mv lite. It's 
none of their business. They arc all a bunch of cow- 
aril' " 


"IK I IIAVK a right to a speedy trial, why don't I 


have a right to a speedy execution?" he wrote. "I am 
being held with a sentence to death — not a sentence to 
do time. My sentence to death expires Dec. 6. 


"I don't like (he fact that the NAACP associates with 


mi' ease in any way because they arc a phony. Uncle 
Turn outfit and I am a white man." 


Gllmoro's lawyer. Monoid Stangcr, said Gilmorc was 


disappointed and depressed by the court's action, "lie 
realizes this delay may last for a long, long time." the 
lawyer said after visiting the condemned man at Utah 
State Prison. 


The slay blocked what would have been the first exe- 


cution In the United States since 1967.

When Gilmore first heard of the high court's ruling, 


"he made a few snide remarks and that was all," ac- 
cording to prison Lt. Richard Barnhord, who Is In 
charge of the isolated ccllblock holding the condemned 
man. 


Gilmorc, who turns 36 today, asked for permission to 


phone his mother, Bessie, bedridden with arthritis at a 
Milwaukle, Ore., trailer court. Warden Sam Smith said 
he would allow the call If arrangements could be made. 


The Supreme Court acted on a 45-page appeal filed 


for Mrs. Gilmore by lawyers opposed to the death pen- 
ally. A similar appeal was rejected by the Utah Su- 
preme Court an hour before the nation's highest court 
issued the reprieve.

reaction to charges Gilmore did not Intelligently waive 
his right to appeal after his conviction for the murder 
of Bcnnle Bushncll, 25, a motel clerk slain last summer 
in Provo, Utah. 


"A waiver of constitutional rights must be 'com- 


petently and intelligently' made," the appeal argued,

Inheritance fee 
unconstitutional 


The Illinois Supreme Court Friday handed down two opinions 


affecting local government'* finances. 


One said the -I per cent "foe" that counties now keep for collec- 


ting the stale Inheritance tax is unconstitutional. The other held 
that cities arc entitled to keep the fines paid for traffic offenses if 
city police Issue the citation and appear in court, even if the 
stale's attorney handles any required court appearances. The in- 
heritance lax ruling found the 4 per cent retention feature of the 
law violates a constitutional prohibition against basing fees "upon 
the levy or extension of taxes." The cuso was filed as a class action 
affecting all taxpayers outside Cook County. Justice Walter V. 
Scharfcr filed a dissenting opinion saying acceptance of that class 
action status was Improper. 


The traffic offense decision resulted from a dispute between the 


city of Dccalur and Macun County. The appellate court had held 
that In cases where a state's attorney was required to appear In 
court on a city-Initiated traffic case because of the failure of a 
municipal attorney to do so. the fines resulting from the case 
would go to the county. The Supreme Court disagreed, holding the 
appellate court had misinterpreted the word "prosecute" to in- 
clude all steps In the judicial process, from Issuance of thu original 
ticket through the court appearance.

$30.26 million penalty, court rules 
Chicago schools must pay fine 


SPRLNGFIELD, 111. (UPD — The 


Illinois Supreme Court ruled Friday 
the Chicago public schools must pay a 
$30.26 million penalty for not holding 
a full school year last year. 


But the court agreed the school sys- 


tem can pay the penalty over a three- 
year period starting this year, rather 
than immediately In one lump sum. 


The decision reverses one handed 


down by Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Arthur Dunne in September. 


Dunne ruled the penalty invalid on 
several grounds and said the Chicago, 
schools did not have to pay. 


THE DECISION IS Important state- 


wide because the reduction in money 
going to Chicago means more money 
will be available for distribution 
through the school aid formula to oth- 
er districts.

that it violated the section of the 1970 


Illinois Constitution which requires- 
that the state "provide for an efficient 
system of high-quality public educa- 
tional institutions and sen-Ices." 


The court rejected arguments that 


the Imposition of a penalty would in- 
terfere with the provision of high- 
quality education. 


"It seems to us," the opinion said, 


"that the requirement of a minimum 
school term is relevant to prodding 
high-quality, efficient education on a 
statewide basis. Conditioning entitle- 


ment to state aid on Compliance with 
minimum term requirements seems 
to us entirely consistent with the goals 
set forth in the Constitution and an 
effective means of enforcing com- 
pliance." 


Originally the Chicago schools faced 


a $33.26 million penalty for holding 14 
class days less than the required min- 
imum of 176 during the 1975-1976 
term. The legislature changed the for- 
mula retroactively during its special 
school aid session earlier this fall.

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County, state snow crews battled 'worst conditions' 


by DIANE MEKMIGAS 


Tho men «ho man the plows and 


salt trucks for the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation and the Cook County 
Highway Dcpt. "were facing • the 
wont conditions that could exist" Fri- 
day morning because "we didn't get a 
big jump on the snow" and "couldn't 
get the trucks past the can," said on 
official of the state highway depart- 
ment. 


Both departments had snow remov- 


al units on the streets at 6 a.m. to do 
battle with 01' Man Winter, but 
Chariot McLc.in.- traffic maintenance 
director for the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation, said 
there wasn't 


much advance warning of Friday's 
snowstorm because of a 
sudden 


change in winds coming off Lake 
Michigan. 


"This year the weather has been 


really erratic. This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season. 
Last winter we had a total of 33 storm 
warnings," he said. 


SNOW COMMAND members for 


both agencies are assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job does 
not end until the pavement is visible 
and clean and weather . conditions 
have improved. 


Both the county and state contract 


the sen-ices of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports Into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
100 Plaza Dr., Schuumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com- 
mand* are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 


advance and members of the snow 
commands arc called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
arc donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights arc revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


THE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
lollways for heavy rush-hour traffic. 


Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic arc cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee'Road, 
Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Higgins Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser traveled county roads are 


cleared last. Manpower and machin- 
ery is allocated on the basis of need. 


The streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
ways are high priority, said Glenn 
Frederlchs. assistant 
superintendent 


of the county highway department. 


DOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail in different sections of 
each community at bridges or sharp 
curves, ho said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing does .not ususally 
begin until two or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the Icy 
s n o w a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up In minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We arc ready to get (hose plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know we could be using them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late in the season before," said 
McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main pulse of 


the state's northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes 800 men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Avc.. Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Blesterfield Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and 15 to 20 trucks, McLean said. 


The county has local dispatching of- 


fices at 
Algonquin and Mechara 


Roads, Schanumburg, and on Ballard 
Road in Des Plaincs which each have 
about it trucks and 22 men. 


The county draws from a total force 


of 56 trucks and about 112 men for its 
countywide snow removal program, 
Frederichs said.

Tho over-all tax rate 
would not increase from $2.51 per $100 
equalized assessed valuation because 
the tax rate In the bond and Interest 
fund would drop as bonds are retired 
and as the board raised the education 
fund rate, Grodsky said. 


"We're not proposing to raise your 


taxes one lota," he said. "The amount 
we would retire hi bonds would be 
reallocated to the education fund and 
the tax rate would be frozen at $2.51." 


Although not a panacea for the fi- 


nancial problems that have plagued 
the district for the past decade, pas- 
sage of the referendum would buy 
time for a district with "its back 
against the wall," McGovern said.

Cynicism about government at 


all 
levels has become com- 


monplace, und many may have 
considered this week's report 
that there is no official corrup- 
tion in Arlington Heights Village 
government to be startling news 
indeed. 


Startling or not to the hard- 


ened outsider, the report by a 
professor from the University of 
Illinois. Chicago Circle, calling 
the village "a model of puritan- 
ical propriety." comes us wel- 
come reassurance to those who 
have followed the progress of 
the village government over the 
years. 


The report by John A. Gardi- 


ner called "Propriety In Prairie- 
vlllc" points out several specific 
reasons for Arlington Heights' 
ability to avoid the kinds of 
scandals 
that 
have 
touched 


other communities. 


Among the factors involved. 


Gardiner said, arc active citizen 
participation in the community, 


h i g h s a l a r i e s and profes- 
sionalism in the village staff, 
and realistic planning and zon- 
ing 
procedures 
which 
make 


"playing by the'rules" a habit 
for developers. 


Singled out for praise was Vil- 


lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson, the man 
who has headed the village ad- 
ministration for nearly 20 years. 
During that time, the report 
says. Hanson has been criticized 
as unresponsive to citizens, but 
"everyone agrees that he is ab- 
solutely honest and firmly in 
command 
of village 
govern- 


ment." 


Such 
a statement is high 


praise indeed, and reflects well 
not only on Hanson but on the 
village boards that over the 
years have sometimes 
fought 


with Hanson but have always 
kept him in his post. 


The report as a whole also re- 


flects with distinction on the ser- 
vice village board members and 
p a s t v i l l a g e p r c s i- 
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dents have brought to the com- 
munity. In addition, although 
the report does not mention him 
specifically, it is certain that the 
leadership former Police Chief 
L. \V. Calderwood provided the 
police 
force 
over the years 


greatly contributed to the tone of 
the village. 


Arlington Heights' village gov- 


ernment has been far more 
stable than the governments of 
some suburbs, where village 
m a n a g e r s have been run 
through office in revolving door 
fashion. In some communities, 
elected officials have assumed 
that election results gave them a 
mandate to meddle in even the 
most minute administrative de- 
tails of their municipal govern- 
ments. 


At the same time, Arlington 


Heights officials and residents 
should realize that just because 
the village has escaped the per- 
ils of corruption so far, they 
cannot relax their vigilance. 
Good government is not some- 
thing that can be achieved and 
then put on a shelf to admire — 
it requires constant work by a 
concerned citizenry.

Thompson's pay stand a bad start 


The campaign is over, and al- 


ready it seems as though some 
promising politicians arc chang- 
ing their spots. 


Most particularly, our atten- 


tion

to Gov.-elect 


James Thompson, who seemed 
throughout the campaign to be 
just the kind of political leader 
who would shun the shenanigans 
that arc loo common in Spring- 
field. 


Now. before the election is 


even n distant memory. Thomp- 
son has said he supports a pro- 
posal in the legislature to raise 
the salaries of members of the 
General Assembly and other 
state office holders — including 
the governor. 


The pay raise bill will have to 


be passed by this session of the 
General Assembly, between now 
and Jan. 12. if incoming legisla- 
tors. Thompson and other newly 
elected officials arc to benefit 
from it. The current proposal 
calls for legislative salaries of 
$27,500 a year and a salary for 
the governor of $70,000. 


The total price tag for these 


raises is more than $7 million. 
There is talk in Springfield that 
the legislature will be able to 
muster the enthusiasm to pass 
the raises over Gov. 
Daniel 


Walker's threatened veto. 


Somehow none of this squares 


with all the predictions, by re- 
sponsible Democrats and Re- 
publicans, that the state will 
face a severe financial squeeze 


in the next year and that it will 
be touch and go if we arc to 
avoid n state tax increase. 


Thompson himself has called 


for a "year of sacrifice" \y 
those who have claims on the 
state's coffers. Funds for educa- 
tion have been cut and other 
state agencies will do without 
because of these sacrifices. 


It seems that Thompson and 


the legislators pushing the pay 
raise bill plan on having every- 
one sacrifice but themselves. 


We continue to have 
high 


hopes for Thompson as gover- 
nor, but he's gotten off to a bad 
start on the pay raise issue. We 
hope he will reconsider his sup- 
port. 


More comment on Dist. 21 Xmas policy 


The article. Nov. 12. regarding 


Wheeling Township Board of Educa- 
tion's adoption of a new holiday activ- 
ities polio1 carried a sub-title "RE- 
S T R I C T S 'RELIGIOUS' ACTIVI- 
TIES." If we disregard this and inter- 
pret the report that followed with 
some degree of accuracy ("The board 
unanimously approved a policy which 
requires cultural and historical rea- 
sons for any holiday activity that has 
a religious nature.") no one need fear 
the sudden disappearance of Christian 
or Jewish holiday activities from our 
schools — except perhaps through a 
dictiitori.il decision arrived at by an 
ovcrzc.ilous school principal, teacher 
or .Stipt.

PLAINS. Ga. (UPI) — President- 


elect Jimmy Carter refuses to be 
rushed in naming his cabinet and 
shaping the structure of his adminis- 
tration. 


Basically alone at his ranch-stylo 


home in Plains, Carter has remained 
far from the madding crowd and Is 
taking his lime — perhaps more than 
his predecessors — in picking the men 
and women who will serve in his ad- 
ministration over the next four years. 


An aide said Carter is aware the 


decisions he makes in picking people 
for top government jobs probably will 
be the most "critical he will face in 
the next several months," barring an 
unexpected crisis. 


WITH THE TRAINING of an engi- 


neer and a man who approaches prob- 
lems systematically and methodically, 
Carter is narrowing Die list of candi- 
dates, which in the beginning num- 
bered in the hundreds, down to n 
manageable size.

WASHINGTON — Under the um- 


brella of his transition team, set up 
last August, candidate Jimmy Carter 
operated one of the most effective 
strategies for winning over strate- 
gically placed personalities that I've 
seen in a half-dozen presidential elec- 
tions. 


This team, preparing for a Carter 


Administration montlis before it was 
clear there would be a Carter Admin- 
istration, was assigned u small-scale 
budget of $140,000 out of scarce cam- 
paign funds iitul sought position pa- 
pers and written advice from several 
thousand influential citizens nation- 
wide on what a Carter Adminis- 
tration's policies should be. 


Now there is nothing more flatter- 


ing to a man or woman, however 
prominent, than to be asked his views 
on a major national issue by the pres- 
idential nominee of a major political 
party. And when that candidate asks 
for a five to eight-page written pro- 
posal on a matter with which you are 
deeply concerned, the flattery Is most 
compelling. 


I KNOW ONE prominent man, ac- 


tive at high levels in a succession of 
Republican and Democratic adminis- 
trations — with a philosophy roughly 
IBO degrees from Carter's — who be- 
camft a convert after l>elng asked to 
submit his thoughts, though he had no 
assurance bis advice would be follow- 
ed, lliis man knew, in fact, that the 
overwhelming advice on the subject in 
which he is expert was being sought 
from those with views radically differ- 
ent from his own. 


The unstated implication, though 


repeatedly denied, was that having 
been asked for advice, the adviser 
would .then eventually be considered 
for a top-level position in a Carter Ad- 
ministration, assuming a Democratic 
victory. 


I understand, in fact, that between 


a thousand and two thousand of those 
solicited did in fact submit written 
opinions on subjects like government 
reorganization, business, labor and 
regulatory agency problems, defense, 
foreign affairs, intelligence activities, 
inflation and unemployment. 


A FEW THOUSAND men and wom- 


en are but slightly more than a drop- 
let in a national election. But they can 
be highly influential all the same if 
carefully chosen from among those 
who hold leadership positions hi labor 
and finance, religious and minority 


groups, academic and agricultural 
circles, and in other circles where 
Carter needed votes to secure a victo- 
ry. 


With key men and women of in- 


fluence being drawn into the circle, 
however obliquely — and however 
small their actual weight in Carter's 
plans — the word gets around. And 
much more effectively than through 
radio, TV. speeches and other stan- 
dard campaign techniques. What's 
created Is an aura of reflected pres- 
tige and competence gleaned from the 
reputations of those he's asked for ad- 
vice and counsel. 


There is every indication in the 


weeks since Nov. 2 that Carter, as 
president, will use this or similar 
techniques in his attempts to get Con- 
gress to go along with him in currying 
out his alms. Senators and Represen- 
tatives love, above all, to be listened 
to by anyone, particularly a Presi- 
dent.

CARTER ADMITS he found some of

Oddly enough. Carter has even 


dipped into Republican ranks to try to 
learn how to be a good president and 
to organize the White House. He has 
asked Stephan Hess, former speech 
writer for Dwight Eisenhower who 
also served as Richard Nixon's assist- 
ant for urban affairs, to prepare 
memos for him on how to reshape the 
White House staff. 


Hess, who helped draft the Republi- 


can Party's 197B platform, came to 
Carter's attention because of the 
book, "Organizing the Presidency." 
which he wrote as a senior fellow at 
the Brookings Institute. 


HESS ALREADY has submitted two 


memos to Carter on staffing and pin- 
pointing those in the palace guard 
who should have direct access to the 
president. He is preparing another on 
the trappings of the presidency — 
which Carter wants to cut down — 
and use of the presidential retreat. 


Meantime, Carter is being bom- 


barded with suggestions on who to 
pick for his cabinet and how to run 
the White House — 5,000 to 6.000 let- 
ters a day, he says. 


He has received many wires sug- 


gesting Rep. Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., 
be appontcd to his top team. 


THERE ALSO IS a push for former 


Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y.. who lost 
out lo Daniel Patrick Moynihan for 
the New York senatorial seat, to be 
gi\en an active role in the adminis- 
tration. 


So far Carter appears to be relying 


most heavily on his Georgia campaign 
supporters and friends to guide him. 
But Carter's aides have given assur- 
ances the President-elect intends to 
look far and wide for a representative 
cabinet. 


Although Carter seems to be having 


a difficult time making his decisions, 
aides insist he is in no hurry and 
probably will not begin to unveil tho 
makeup of his administration until 
mid-December or even later.

money problems 


WASHINGTON'. D.C. - A recent 


government report on the "serious 
breakdown in the Army's financial 
management systems" Is sympton- 
mntlc of the problem the Carter Ad- 
ministration wilt face in trying to 
bring order to the federal government. 


It Li significant that tho report on 


tho shocking state of financial affairs 
In tho Army b by the General 
Accounting Office (GAO), the non- 
partisan and authoritative watchdog 
on federal 'pending. 


In weighing the GAO's criticism It 


Is Important to note that the Defense 
Dcpt. docs not argue with tho facts or 
with tho conclusion that there were 
violations of the law by tho Army In 
over-obligation on spending projects 
totaling more than $205 million. 


THE ILLEGAL over-obligation of 


funds covered procurement of wcap- 
ont. tracked combat vehicles, and 
missiles as well as ammunition in tho 
period from I97t through 1975. 


Tlit admitted over-obligation of $203 


million Involved only three Army ap- 
propriations, and tho GAO noted 10 
more Army appropriations haw been 
found to be In violation of tho Anti- 
Deficiency Act. It has yet to make a 
determination of the amount of money 
Involved in these to cases. 


It is Important that President-elect 


Jimmy Carter and his aides under- 
stand that the present Army financial 
mess Is not something which has de- 
veloped suddenly, and that effective 
reform effort would require a thor- 
ough and objective analysis and dedi- 
cated follow-through. 


Army officials have been aware of 


the generally poor accounting and re- 
porting practices for more than four 
years. In fact, the GAO Issued a re- 
port four years ago entitled 
"In- 


complete Installation of the Manage- 
ment Accounting System for Procure- 
ment of Equipment and Missiles.". 


IN SPITE OF sex-en years of devel- 


opment and the expenditure of $18.5 
million In 1973, the system was not yet 
fully Implemented.

Minus Quebec, it may fold 
Will there be a Canada in 1980?

If Canada breaks up, the United 


States will have a sort of Caribbean to 
its north as well as tho Caribbean it 
already has to the south. 


If Quebec pulls rut, it is unlikely 


that tho rest of the Canadian con- 
federation will hold together; its com- 
ponent parts will be more susceptible 
than ever to Canada's internal cast- 
west tensions and to the gravitational 
pull from the south, 


True, Canada always has been a 


triumph over geography, but not even 
Canadians could be expected to main- 
tain a unity stretching 3.000 miles 
from Newfoundland to Vancouver if 
there were a gaping hole in tho 
middle of it. 


IF. HOWEVER, is still tho key 


word. Tho separatist Parti Quebecois 
won a sweeping victory in the recent 
Quebec election and will now take 
over tho government of tho province. 
The party was founded eight years 
ago by Reno Lcvesquc to fight for in- 
dependence, and it remains com- 
mitted to that goal. 


But Lcvesquc always has Insisted 


that he wants to persuade Quebec into 
Independence, not to hustle It; and it 
Is not yet persuaded. Recent opinion 
polls have indicated that three out of 
five Qucbcckcrs are against indepen- 
dence, and in the election a similar 
proportion voted for parties that sup- 
port continued confederation. 


Levesque's party has gained ground 


in each election since its formation, 
winning 23 per cent of tho votes in 
1970, 31 per cent in 1973 and 41 per 
cent this year. But it owed some part 
of its latest success to the way it 
chose to fight this election mainly by 
attacking the unimpressive record of 
Robert Bourassa's Liberal govern- 
ment and to play down the question of 
independence. 


After tho election, Levesque re- 


peated his campaign promise that he 
would stay his liand until he had put 
this question to the Qucbcckcrs in a 
referendum, and that If they then 
voted against independence he would 
accept their decision, reserving only 
the right to put the question again lat- 
er if they kept him In office. 


HE HAS NO wish to take the plunge 


and until It is clearly the will of the 
majority that he should do so. He said 
tho vote would be held about halfway 
through his five-year term. 


Two years Is a long time in politics, 


In Canada as elsewhere. By the time 
tho promised referendum is held, the 
separatists may hope to benefit from 
tho leverage and the credibility con- 
ferred by a period In office — two 
factors of particular importance for a 
new party that has never governed 
before. 


They may, however, havo proved 


just as powerless as tho Bourassa 
government to haul Quebec out of its

his subordinates has tho highest prior- 
ity. 
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present plight of economic stagnation 
nriU heavy unemployment. A province 
run by declared separatists will not 
attract much investment (not even 
from France) and can hardly count 
on the economic benevolence — worth 
well over $1 billion a year — that has 
been bestowed on a Liberal-run Que- 
bec by a Liberal government in the 
federal capital of Ottawa. 


Still less can It expect benevolence 


from the western provinces which are 
already enraged by Pierre Trudeau's 
readiness to placate Quebec. 


TO THAT EXTENT, Quebec's fate

If they keep 
their heads, the election could have a 
salutary effect, bringing it home to 
those who have reacted against the 
Pearson and Trudeau governments' 
bicultural policies that without a 


wholehearted implementing of those 
policies there is no hope for Canada's 
unity. 


The present pro-confederation ma- 


jority in Quebec can be preserved 
only if French Canadians are at last 
convinced that Canada is just as 
much their country as anybody else's. 


But if English Canada takes Le- 


vesque's victory as a sign that the 
Pearson-Trudeau line developed since 
1963 has run into tho sand, and re- 
lapses into its old ways with a kind of 
angry relief, the break-up will surely 
be only a question of time. Canada 
will probably not even enter the 1980s. 


And the loss will be general, for 


Canada has shown that it has much to 
offer not only the English-speaking 
and French-speaking peoples but also 
to the wider world.

Neu* chemical curbs loolh decay 
Researchers In Boston have reported the successful testing of a 


chemical that breaks down decoyed tooth material and flushes It 
away. Tho chemical GK-I01, developed over a five year period at 
tho Tufts University School of Dental Medicine, allows dentists to 
prepare decayed teeth for filling without having to use the drill. 
"Tho advantage of tho spray Is that It reduces the element of pain 
and also conserves the healthy portion of the tooth," Dr. Molvin 
Goldman said, Goldman and Dr. Joseph H. Kronm.in reported In 
tho current Issue of the Journal of the American Dental Associ- 
ation 50 patients were treated by the process for ftl cavities. They 
said Iho process removed the decay completely from 58 cavities 
and partial'^ from the three others.

Industrial pollution hinted in Gulf 
Largo numbers of tiny black magnetic spheres arc raining into 


the eastern Gulf of Mexico and they probably come from Industri- 
al pollution, three University of South Florida scientists reported 
Friday. They estimated In a report In the journal. Science, that as 
much as 650,000 tons of these microscopic particles might be fall- 
Ing Into the eastern Gulf annually. The researchers said It was 
tempting lo Identify such shiny, black magnetic spheres as micro- 
meteorites. But they said detailed -laboratory analysis tended to 
rule out space or volcanically derived sources. The analyses in- 
stead, tho report said, Indicated the source of most of these sphe- 
rules probably was Industrial fly ash. The particles were basically 
magnetite with asoclated Impurities such as magnesium, calcium 
and aluminum.

Britain's role in Rhodesia OKd 
Black nationalist leaders Friday accepted Britain's offer to su- 


pervise the Interim government that will guide Rhodesia to black 
majority rule. Bishop Abel Muzorcwa, president of the African 
National Council, told the other delegations at the Rhodesia confer- 
ence In Geneva that Britain must supervise law and order during 
tho transitional government leading up to tho March 1, 1978, dato 
for Independence set by Britain. Two of the other three black 
leaders at tho conference, militants Robert Mugabe and Joshua 
Mcomo of the "Patriotic Front," joined Muzorcwa in requesting 
British presence to "guarantee tho transfer of power." The fourth 
nationalist bloc, the delegation of Ndabanlngl Sltholc, said It was 
not "realty" In favor of British presence but indicated It would not 
strongly oppose It. 


Denies U.S. bias in Nobel selections 
Nobel Foundation director Stlg Ramcl Friday denied that the all- 


American 1976 Nobel prizes were a deliberate tribute to the United 
States In Its Bicentennial year. "I am surprised lo hear specula- 
lions that the Nobel selections were meant to hall the United 
Stales," Ramcl said. "These arc headless speculations since It Is 
Individual scientists, not nations, who arc awarded." Seven Ameri- 
cans won this year's Nobel prizes for physics, medicine, chem- 
istry, economics and literature. The peace prize, administered by 
the Norwcgaln Nobel Committee in Oslo, was reserved.

State unemployment drops 
Jobless rate, wholesale prices up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tho econo- 


my remained sluggish In November 
as the unemployment rate hit a 1976 
high and wholesale prices continued 
to rise, the federal government repor- 
ted Friday. 


The nation's unemployment rate 


rose to 8.1 per cent, topping the a per 
cent mark (or the first time this year. 


Meanwhile, Illinois' 'jobless rate 


dropped from 7.4 per cent In October 
to 7.3 per cent. The Chicago metro- 
politan area unemployment rate In- 
creased from 7.4 per cent to 7.5 per 
cent. Tho U.S. Wholesale Price Index 
Increased .6 per cent during Novem- 
ber. 


BUT THE BUSINESS community 


got some good news from President- 
elect Jimmy Carter, who said he has 
no Intention of seeking wage or price 
controls during his four-year term. A 
White House report said the steel 
companies had raised sheet steel 
prices by an average 6 per cent price 
now because they feared Carter would 
seek price controls. 


The nation's jobless rate represent- 


ed an increase of .2 per cent during 
October and was just .8 per cent be- 
low the worst reading of the 1074-73 . 
recession. 


Tho Illinois Labor Dept. said the 


only major labor area in the state to 
show a significant Increase in unem- 
ployment was East St. Louis where 
the rate jumped from 8 per cent In 
October to 9.4 per cent In November. 
Tho Increase was blamed on tempora- 
ry layoffs at a local steel manufac- 
turing firm. 


Tho Chicago region increase was 


caused by continued high unemploy- 
ment in the building trades and scc- 
onday layoffs triggered by the No- 
vember strike against five big bak- 
eries, deportment analysts said. 


Tho Wholesale Price Index records 


prices paid throughout the economy, 
except those paid by consumers at re- 
tail stores.

THE .0 PEH CENT rise for Novem- 


ber matched the Increase recorded in 
October. The latest index means that 
goods that cost $1,000 in 1067 cost 
wholesale buyers $1,856 last month. 


For the three-month period com- 


pounded at an annual rate from Au- 
gust, the department said industrial 
commodities havo risen 11.6 per cent. 
and nonfood consumer goods 10,5 per 
cent. 


Wholesale prices ore those charged 


by primary producers and suppliers 
throughout the economy short of con- 
sumer purchases from retail stores. 


Prices charged to wholesale buyers 
are incorporated into the cost of pro- 
duction in making consumer goods. 


The index contains three major cat- 


egories: raw form products such as 
eggs and beef, processed foods such 
as cereals and bakery goods, and in- 
dustrial commodities such as fuel, 
metals and lumber. 


Fuel prices accounted for half of the 


.8 per cent Increase In the Industrial 
sector. Prices for iron, steel and other 
metals held steady or fell while those 
for building materials rose. 


THESE REPORTS seemed to sup- 


port the pessimistic view of some of 
Ford's top economic advisers, who 
now say the economic growth rate 
during the last three months of 1976 
probably will be less than the weak 
3.8 per cent gain registered In the 
July-September quarter. 


Earlier predictions had the growth 


rate increasing as much as 6 per 
cent. 


But Alan Greenspan, chairman of 


Ford's Council of Economic Advisers, 
said the main problem with the econo- 
my Is that consumers and business- 
men have shown " a higher degree of 
caution . . . than I expected four or 
five months ago." 


After tho release of Friday's re- 


ports, White House Press Sec. Ron 
Ncssen said, "obviously we're unhap- 
py with the rise in unemployment." 
But he said the administration also 
found some "positive elements" In the 
supporting data. 


HE SAID THEY included a "signifi- 


cant" rise In total employment to a 
"record high number of people work- 
ing" after two straight months of de- 
cline; the highest number of aggre- 
gate man hours worked this year; an 
increase in overtime; and a 1.3 per 
cent increase in average weekly earn- 
ings. 


Carter made his statement on wage- 


price controls during an Interview on 
NBC's "Today" show. "I have no In- 
tention at all during the next four 
years of asking for wage and price 
authority, even on a standby basis," 
he said. 


"So there need be no concern in the 


business community or the labor com- 
munity that I Intend to go toward 
wage and price controls unless there's 
a national emergency, which I cer- 
tainly don't anticipate." Tho state- 
ment was by far Carter's strongest 
disavowal of controls. In the past, he 
has said he might favor standby au- 
thority, although he saw no prospect 
of mandatory controls.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Prices regis- 


tered a broad gain Friday in active 
trading on tho New York Stock Ex- 
change in response to President-elect 
Carter's pledge not to Impose price 
controls when he takes office. 


Carter triggered some late profit 


taking when he said he admired the 
p r i n c i p l e s of the controversial 
Humphrey-Hawkins Bill that would 
require Industry to provide certain in- 
formation for long-range government 
economic planning. 


As a result, the Dow Jones Industri- 


al average, up nearly six points at one 


time, finished with a gain of 3.91 to 
950.55. The blue-chip average lost 2.74 
points Thursday and finished the week 
with a loss of 6.07 points. 


Tho NYSE common stock index 


gained 0.33 to 55.20 and the average 
price of a common share Increased 20 
cents. Standard & Poor's 500-stock in- 
dex, which includes some over-the- 
counter shares, added 0.64 to 102.76. 


Advances topped declines, 981 to

Auto industry sales 
big in November 


Pushed by strong demand for big cars and new rebate-inspired 


interest in small models, the U.S. auto industry reported Friday it 
sold more cars in November than In any month since June. Sales 
by the four U.S automakers totaled 720,772 cars and topped year- 
ago levels by nearly 6 per cent. It was the best November since 
1973. The still-lingering effects of the 28-day Ford Motor Co. strike 
cost that auto company about 40,000 sales and dropped it H per 
cent below a year ago. General motors was up 16 per cent in 
November over a year ago and Chrysler Jumped 9 per cent. De- 
spite a $253 price cut on its subcompact Gremlin and a $253 cash 
rebate on Its Pacer, American Motors still lagged 24 per cent 
below last November. Imports also scored strong gains, particu- 
larly the Japanese models. Foreign car sales were estimated at 
about 118,000 cars in November, up 31 per cent from last year. 
Toyota, Datsun and Honda, the top-selling Japanese imports, each 
set November sales records. 


UPS, union announce agreement 


Negotiators for the Teamsters Union and United Parcel Service 


Frld^v announced a tentative contract agreement that could end a 
lengthy strike which has tied up pre-Christmas shipping on the 
East Coast. A Teamsters spokesman indicated some 18,000 striking 
UPS employes vlll be asked to vote later this week on the agree- 
ment. But he refused to predict how soon the union members could 
be back at work. UPS employes in 15 East Coast states have been 
on strike since Sept. 16. The walkout halted UPS shipments in those 
states, forcing the U.S. Postal Service and other private carriers to 
pick up the burden of preholiday shipping. Terms of the tentative 
agreement were concluded In an all-night bargaining session. No 
details were announced. The agreement will be presented Monday 
to the union's full negotiating committee, which will outline the 
terms of the pact Tuesday to the representatives of the 74 local 
unions involved in the strike. 


Group on strike at O'Hare 


A strike by union employes of Butler Aviation entered its second 


day Friday at O'Hare International Airport. The walkout over the 
salary dispute occurred Thursday by members of Local 1487 of the 
International Assn. of Machinists and Aerospace Workers. A com- 
pany spokesman said 75 full-time workers and 60 part-time cm- 
plr.ves joined In the walkout, which affected only Butler's O'Hare 
operation. A union spokesman said the walkout included only 93 
workers. Union spokesman Earl Rompf said negotiators failed to 
reach a new contract before the old pact expired at 12:01 a.m. 
Wednesday, and members voted Wednesday night to go on strike. 


Dec. 17 set for Caterpillar pact 


The United Auto Workers union has set noon Dec. 17 as a target 


for completion of negotiations on a new contract with Caterpillar, 
Inc.. union officials said Friday. The UAW's Pat Grcathouse, vice 
president for the farm implement industry, advised Caterpillar 
neRotlators of the union timetable Thursday. He said if no agree- 
ment Is reached by the noon Dec. 17 deadline, the union will 
terminate the extension of the present contract Jan. 2, permitting 
strike action Jan. 3. Greathouse said the union expected to sched- 
ule membership meetings Dec. 18 and 19 either to approve a new 
contract or discuss differences between the two sides. 


UAW may rejoin AFL-CIO 


United Auto Workers President Leonard Woodcock and AFL-CIO 


chief George Meany met for nearly two hours Friday, discussing 
the UAW's likely steps toward rejoining the giant labor federation. 
The meeting apnarently was designed to smooth over UAW Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Emll Mazp/s opposition to rejoining the AFL-CIO. 
But Marey, who accompanied Woodcock, was now swayed. "No, 
I'm not," Mazey told reporters after the meeting.

Mortgage group slates 
changes in action system 


Early In 1D77, the Federal National 


Mortgage Assoc. will Implement ma- 
jor changes in its free market system 
auction, through which FNMA-np- 
provcd lenders throughout the country 
bid to sell homo mortgages to the cor- 
pora I ion. FNMA Chairman and Presi- 
dent Oakley Hunter said. 


The FMS revisions will apply both 


In the auction for government-backed 
mortgages and to conventionally fi- 
nanced mortgages. 


Hunter said tho changes keep the 


concept of setting a maximum bid 
nmount tthllo nt tho same time recog- 
nizing that some approved mortgage 
sellers may need more FNMA com- 
mitment funds than current restric- 
tions allow. Tho aim of the modi- 
fications, ho said, Is to make the auc- 
tion system as equitable ns possible 
both to largo and small companies 
who uic the corporation's secondary 
market facilities, 


A basic component of the changes, 


which will bo Implemented In con- 
junction with revised FNMA selling 
and servicing contracts ulth Its len- 
ders, is a new definition of "seller" 
for tho purposes of bidding in tho 


Give conve?iient 


FMS auction. Under the new system a 
"seller" will bo defined cither as: 


• A single operating entity, ap- 


proved as a FNMA Seller, which is In 
no way affiliated with another FNMA 
Seller. 


• A group of operating entities, 


each of which are approved FNMA 
Sellers In their own right, which are 
directly or Indirectly affiliated. 


Entities which were formed primar- 


ily for purposes of obtaining addition- 
al bidding rights under tho former 
frco market system will not bo rcap- 
provcd. It Is anticipated, however, the 
now bidding structure will lessen the 
need for such entitles. 


Under the current free market sys- 


tem, FNMA conducts separate auc- 
tions for FNMA commitments to pur- 
chase government-backed and con- 
ventional home mortgages. Whereas 
tho current FNMA auction system 
permits each seller to make only one 
competitive bid per auction up to a 
maximum of $3 million, the new 
procedure will allow a seller to make 
up to five competitive bids In each 
auction, each of which could be for an 
amount up to the current maximum 
$3 million and for different yields.

close enough to kill, but that's the way of the sport 
called hunting. Personally I only like birds one way 
— on the wing — and when I see a hunter return 
empty-handed, I confess to a feeling of relief. My 
husband accuses me of a lack of compassion for the 
chicken. 


But these aro my personal and not very popular 


sentiments. Bird hunting as sport and for food has 
been known since early Egyptian days, and using 
decoys Is a centuries-old practice. Decoys have been 
very popular in the United States for the past hun- 
dred years or so, when a burgeoning populace in 
need of a greater and Inexpensive source of meat 
look to game hunting, assuming an endless bounty of 
birds. Now, of course, the number taken Is controlled 
by law. 


FOIl MANY years decoys were handmade, but 


moss production was then used to meet the demand

and decoys were roughed out by lathes. Still, most 
work of finishing, sanding and painting was done by 
hand. So these are truly examples of 10th and early 
20th Century American folk art, eagerly sought by 
collectors. 


Mason's Decoy Factory and the J.N. Dodge Co. 


were both located In Detroit, and the Stevens Decoy 
Factory in Weedsport, N.Y. These three are consid- 
ered the most important decoy makers and met an 
almost unbelievable demand for many years. Profes- 
sional market hunters preferred the hand-carved de- 
coy, but the need for the more inexpensive factory 
model continued until 1918 when Congress passed the 
Migratory Bird Treaty Act. Factory decoys were 
graded by design, size and quality. One could pur- 
chase solid decoys or hollow, with glass or tack eyes, 
and they could be bought for from $2.50 to $12 a 
dozen. Many patents were Issued for "gadget" mod- 
els such as the metal on a wooden base or a folding 
tin shore bird decoy.

The "confidence1' decoy was usually a gull, which 


is known to be a wary bird, and its presence was 
thought to ease the minds of the ducks and geese. 
The "tip up" Is actually half a decoy, the tail section 
mounted on a stick, to give the appearance of a bird 
feeding. Silhouette decoys ore tin or fiber board flat 


models, stuck In the mud on the shores of ponds. 


THE HAND-CARVED decoy, quite rare and ex- 


pensive now, was meant not as an artistic expression 
but for utility. These decoys were realistic with no 
thought to being decorative, and there was little uni- 
formity, since each carver had his own idea of a 
duck's appearance. Being able to Identify the carver 
and the region adds to the value (sometimes hun- 
dreds of dollars). 


There are several things to watch for if you are 


considering buying a decoy. They were usually made 
in two sections, head and body. Often the head has 
been broken and a different or newer one put on. 
Watch the weathering and type of paint to see they 
are the same. Check for new glue or nail holes and 
be suspicious of repainted decoys. It is better to have 
an old worn one with original paint than one which 
has been guss[ed up. 


Get to know decoys by studying, visiting museums 


and talking to advanced collectors. An excellent re- 
source book is "The Art of the Decoy: American 
Bird Carvings" by Adcle Earnest, which is In our 
library and probably yours.

Basic training over 
for women soldiers

They are not complaining so much now that It's all over, and 


most of them even say it was fun. 


That's before they start remembering those long, cold, marches 


at 5 a.m., and the aching feet. It's before they start remembering 
how hard it was to climb the obstacle course or the shouting drill 
sergeants breathing down their necks. 


The Army's experiment In giving women the same basic train- 


ing as men is over. The compiling of data to determine its success 
has begun. Initial observations Indicate the Army may be in for 
some surprises. 


The test, called Basic Initial Entry Training, or BIET for short, 


pitted about 800 female recruits against the same number of men 
o undergo the same basic training. 


DURING THE seven-week course, the women threw hand gren- 


ades, underwent long field marches, did the "men's pushups" in- 
instead of the women's simpler version. They learned hand-to-hand 
combat. They underwent live fire. They went on maneuvers. 


It was a first for the Army — an experiment to see if women

Blood sugar tests 
can be misleading 


Con a person he a diabetic with a normal fatting blood sugar 


level? I have several well-meaning friends who tell me the glucose 
tolerance lent iloean'l mean anything. 


After a two-hour glume tolerance lest my blood sugar always 


got* high and upllli nugar In tho urine. My fasting blood sugar Is 
alway* near normal. 


My last two glucose tolerance tests were 109 fasting and 230 


after a two-hour glucose tolerance test and three months 
later, tin and 218. How high dors It have to go before medication Is 
needed? My weight Is a normal 115 pounds. 


I hope your well-meaning friends arc belter friends than they 


aro doctors. Many diabetics have normal fasting blood sugar lev- 
el*. In these patients tho challenge with glucose results in an 
bnormnlly high and sustained level of blood sugar. If you mean 
your high levels were present at the two-hour interval after taking 
glucose, you definitely in the diabetic group. 


Terminology changes and one can never be sure even what 


another doctor means. It has changed so often. But In a person 
with an abnormal diabetic type response lo a glucose tolerance 
test, the term chemical diabetes Is sometimes used. Such Individ- 
uals may be entirely asymptomatic. 


Glucose tolerance tests can be misleading unless tho patient Is 


properly prepared. If he avoids sweets and carbohydrates before 
tho examination, ho may, have a diabetic type (starvation dlabc- 


' tes) response that could lead to an incorrect diagnosis. 


How high docs one's blood sugar have to'bo before beginning 


treatment? Opinions differ, but In an .adult with no symptoms or 
evidence of damage most doctors prefer not to use insulin or 
medicines If the levels can bo reasonably controlled by diet. 
Weight reduction helps In obese patients. 


WHEN ODRSITY Is not a factor, as may be true In your case, it 


Is still wise lo change the diet so that you do not get any concen- 
trated carbohydrates, specifically sugar, sweets, honey, jellies, 
Jams, candles and sweets that cause tho blood sugar to rise sharp- 
ly. You should uso vegetables, fruits and cereals though. Tho 
meal* should bo equally divided to avoid an overload on your 
insulin production system. 


Then If you arc spilling less than 20 grams of sugar In your urlno 


for a 24-hour period, you arc probably still doing all right. Most 
doctors do not like your blood sugar to be too high as that leads to 
complications, including vascular changes In the eye that could 
lead to blindness. 


In normal kidneys glucose starts spilling Into the urlno when tho 


blood level Is around 170. If the rise, above these levels Is of short 
duration, you don't lose much glucose. Even normal people may 
have sugar In tho urine after taking in on extra large amount of 
sweets. 


Since your fasting blood sugar Is normal. It Is probable that your 


blood sugar level is within near normal levels before each meal. 
That is usually satisfactory. 


Since you are not taking medicines, you might get some real 


benefit out of exercise which also lowers the blood sugar. Individ- 
uals taking medicine, though, should be aware that exercises may 
decrease their requirements for the dally amount of medicine.

Four ways to remove 
film from glassivare 


Dear Dorothy: Please tell me how lo remove the film on my 


glasses and other glassware. It must be the result of an old dish- 
washer I used the past four years. The way they look I can't serve 
a drink from them. I've tried baking soda, scouring powder and 
even steel wool pads with no luck. — Roos van Lccwcn 


Although tho country's largest glass manufacturer says that 


when this "weathering" occurs nothing much can be done about It, 
any number of determined people keep on experimenting. If any of 
tho suggested methods work for you, the best advice is not to go 
back lo dishwashing thcso particular glasses. Many people with 
valuable old glasses wash them by hand with a good dishwashing 
liquid and use the dishwasher for their standard, everyday 
glasses. So spying, here arc four methods people say have worked 
for them: (I) Let the glass stand In an enzyme prc-sonk solution 
for 43 hours: (21 same thing with a solution of water and house- 
hold ammonia; (3) use a detergent solution with vinegar and torn 
bits of newspaper and let stand for 10 minutes; (4) use a vinegar 
solution with rice, shake It up and then wash by hand.

"Thqre is no evidence," says Albert 


J. Mcncndcz. "to substantiate earlier 
fears that abortion, parochlaid, and 
anti-Baptist prejudice might influence 
Catholic voting behavior." 


Mcnendez is director of research for 


Americans United, for Separation of 
Church and State and he has taken a 
long look at the election returns, in- 
cluding analysis of key precincts, to 
sec how voters' religious beliefs might 
have affectwi the outcome. 


MENESDEZ SAID while "explicitly 


religious coting" is not a frequent oc- 
currence in the United States, the fa- 
vorable response of many Protestant 
— usually Republican — voters to 
Democrat Jimmy Carter was a major 
factor in the southern Baptist's vlcto- 


Mcnendez said Carter won about 46 


per cent of the white Protestant vote, 
an increase of 7 per cent over that 
which Democrats have garnered in the 
last six presidential elections. 
' "In the broad Evangelical con- 
stituency, Carter won at least 40 per 
cent of the total vote, or 6.4 million of 
the 15 million Evangelical votes," 
Mcncndcz said.

moderate Protestants and the reli- 
giously nonaffillated, gave him a 2 
million vote majority," he said.

IT WAS THE Catholic vote, particu- 


larly highlighted by the Involvement 
of the nation's Roman Catholic bish- 
ops In the abortion controversy, which 
was watched with particular care. 


"Catholics were the soft underbelly 


of the Cartcr-Mondale strategy for re- 
constructing the Roosevelt coalition," 
Mcnendez said. And while Carter ran 
some 5 or 6 per cent behind the nor- 
mal Democratic pull of Catholic vot- 
ers, he still won about 55 per cent of 
the Catholic vote. 


"If the national surveys are correct 


in showing only 55 per cent for Car- 
ter, it is very likely that suburban 
Catholics gave a majority for Ford," 
he said.

Ryan is a rancher at heart 


Mitchell nyan, corporate president Don 


Walling In the new "Executive Suite" scries, 
is as far removed from the pressures of high 
finance as an actor can get. 


Ryan and his wife, Linda, live on a five-acre 


horse ranch In the wilds of the Santa Monica 
mountains some 40 miles from Hollywood. 


The rural, sparsely settled area is dotted 


with oak trees — some of which arc 200 years 
old — chaparral and natural springs. It is 
rustic and unspoiled by fences and other in- 
roads of civilization. 


Ryan's pro-World War II house Is decorated 


with a mixture of elegant antiques and com- 
fortable modern furniture. His study Is adorn- 
ed with a 150-year-old German desk and a 
handsome old sideboard. 


He Is an amateur oil painter and has hung 


some of his better landscapes and abstracts 
around the house. Linda sketches In charcoal 
and Ink. Some of her works, too, arc-on 
display. • 


But It is the great outdoors which fascinates 


the Ryans. They have seven saddle horses, 
which Linda rides In shows. She also teaches 
riding and jumping on the property, which In- 


by Vrrnon Scott eludes a small training ring. 


They muck out the stables, groom the 


horses, repair fences and even grow some of 
their own vegetables. 


In addition to the horses, the Ryans' have 


six mongrel dogs and a dozen cats. Most of the 
pets were dropped off by motorists, leaving 
the animals In the nearby wilderness to fend 
for themselves. 


On Saturdays, Milch and Linda frequently 


ride their horses 1C miles round trip to Malibu 
over deserted trails through some of Southern 
California's most scenic country. 


During the week, Ryan leaves home at 6 


o'clock every morning for the 45-mInutc drive 
to MGM studios where the CBS-TV scries is 
filmed. Ho usually has a cup of coffee during 
makeup sessions. After the noon lunch break 
it is a long time before dinner. 


He seldom returns home before 7 p.m. Linda 


waits dinner for him but generally feeds 
young Tim, her S-ycar-old son by a previous 
marriage, earlier. 


The Ryans think their life style provides a 


perfect Tom Sawyer existence for the young- 
ster who spends most of his time barefoot and 
out of doors. He is easily the best horseman 
in lift; family. 


Because "Executive Suite" has such a 


large cast, Ryan usually has one or two days 
off during the middle of the week. On those 
days he helps Linda with her equitation and 
jumping classes. 


"Doing all the chores around the place is 


great therapy for me," says Ryan. "When 
you're doing that kind of work there isn't 
much time for nervous pressure. 


"I don't want to make a lot of money. And 


I don't have any desire to get into a great big 
career. I like to livcsimply and enjoy my life." 


The contrast between his role In the scries 


and his off-screen life is enormous. Around 
the ranch he wears denims, cowboy boots and 
open shirts. On the show his wardrobe con- 
sists of $300 suits and plush surroundings. 


A native of Cincinnati who grew up in Louis- 


ville, Ky., Ryan is a straight shooter. His 
voice is deeply resonant. He is the sort of man 
who looks you in the eye and-says exactly 
what he thinks. 


He is unpretentious and as much at case on 


the ranch, but obviously more content in the 
country. 


The distance between the Ryan home and 


those of their friends precludes frequent en- 
tertaining As he likes to say, "You know

you've got a good friend if he comes out this 
farfora visit." 


Linda, who hails from Arizona, is an excel- 


lent cook who excels at Mexican dishes. But 
when the Ryans do have a dinner party It 
usually features Mitch at the barbecue, with 
steaks or chops. 


Given an alternative life style, anything 


from a mansion in Bel Air to an island para- 
disc in the South Seas, Mitchell Ryan would 
stay where he is, doing what he's doing. 


"There's no way I would change places 


with the man I play on the show," says Ryan. 
"He lives in a pressure cooker. I don't."

In the frenzied, mad shopping spree that an- 


nually precedes the holidays, the real back- 
bone of Christinas — love — is too often un- 
consciously brushed aside. Who really has 
time? 


That's not the case at The Lambs Farm In 


Llbcrlyvllle. There Is always time, reassur- 
ance and kind words. At this time of year the 
holiday spirit Is just on extra sugar coating 
sprinkled on the seven shops and businesses 
operated by the mentally retarded. 


It consists of more than the decorations and 


tinsel, though that Is plentiful too, as the 
Lambs Bakery turns out homemade dough 
ornaments, the Farmer's Market Its jellies 
and jams and the Silk Screening Shop its 
colorful Christinas cards with short, but mean- 
ingful messages. 


The love and spirit at Lambs Farm Is year 


round. It's the happiness of people readily ac- 
cepted working at their own speed, feeling use- 
ful and needed. You don't see It. You can't 
put your finger on any one thing. But It's 
there. And no material gift In the world, no 
matter what the price, can duplicate that 
warmth. 


"The secret to all of It Is love," said Bob 


Terese. He and Corlnnc Owen co-founded 
Lambs Farm more than fifteen years ago to 
employ mentally handicapped adults. 


They watched their concept grow from a pet 


shop on Stale Street to a 49-acre petting farm, 
shops and buffet-styled restaurant located im- 
mediately off the IUc. 176 exit of the Tri- 
StateTollway. 


There ore currently 76 mentally retarded 


young adults participating in The Lnmbs work 
program. Thirty-four live on the premises In a 


new dormitory that looks more like a contin- 
uous row of houses. The dormitory was de- 
dicated last spring by Mrs. Gerald Ford. Al- 
ready there Is a waiting list for the second. 


"That building Is a happy home," said 


Tcrcsc who urges Chicago area residents to 
visit Lambs Farm year round. Those who do 
— come back often. 


"I thought I would be depressed coming out 


here," said one woman who, ashamed of her 
fears, came anyway grateful she had The day, 
she concluded, had been a happy one, an up- 
lifting experience. 


"There are still misconceptions. We have to 


educate the people that mentally handicap- 
ped and mentally ill are not the same. The 
mentally retarded are loving and kind. They 
just can't work as fast as you and I, but 


here we make allowances for that. It's what 
the world is all about — concern for others," 
said Mrs. Owen. 


Work goes on as usual in the pet shop which 


sells puppies, canaries, parrots, hamsters and 
gerbils and In the bakery that daily turns out 
cheese bread, fruit pastries and huge melt-in- 
your-mouth butter cookies. 


At the Farmer's Market, Steve will be most 


disappointed if you don't take time out to 
sample his homemade preserves. 


It is Ironic that the people who are most 


afraid of seeing the retarded, often fall to 
notice them at all. They are hard at work. 
Yet, unlike other commercial businesses, the 
employes always have time for a smile, a 
friendly greeting They're happy and they like 
to show it. 


The Lambs Farm 
where holiday spirit 
has a special meaning 
and dreams come true 


Those going home to visit with their fam- 


ilies for Thanksgiving were told they didn't 
have to come back on Friday. But most of 
them did anyhow. They had a job to do 


Receiving a paycheck is only a minor re- 


ward. Many forget to even cash it. 


"Everyone is a success in what he or she 


can do. There is a need; we combine that 
need with usefulness and self respect. Out of 
it comes love and that's still the greatest 
motivating force — not money," said Terese. 


"We take the exception and make it the 


rule," added Mrs Owen. 


Concern and patience are the key ingredi- 


ents. They are the biggest assets of Mrs. 
Owen and Terese. Perseverance is another. 


Mrs. Owen, who has three children of her 


own, was a music teacher who began volun- 
teering part time at a school for the mentally 
retarded Terese, a former physical education 
Instructor, began driving a bus for the school, 
in order to earn extra money. Becoming close 
to the children, he began teaching too. 


The two gradually became concerned with 


finding a meaningful outlet for the mentally 
retarded adult, those eighteen years or older 
who were no longer eligible or required to go 
to school. 


And then one day when they were playing 


store with a bookcase filled with grocery 
items, one of the students provided the answer. 


"Wouldn't it be wonderful if we really did 


have a store," he said. 


In 1961 the Lambs Pet Shop first opened at 


913 N. State St. It employed more than thirty 
retarded young people in two shifts. Still, not 
everyone could be accommodated who desired 
work. 


A dairy farm went up for sale in Liberty*

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A backgammon boom 
is sweeping the nation 
as commoners take over 
an upper class favorite

The Roman Emperor Claudius enjoyed 


playing backgammon in his chariot when he 
wasn't busy building an empire. 


Thomas Jefferson found backgammon a 


stimulating diversion from 
writing the 


Declaration of Independence. 


It seems* that players have their own, 


unique reasons for becoming addicted to the 
board game, whose roots can be traced back 
to the earliest of civilizations. 


The 
Egyptians 
flayed 
a 
form 
of 


backgammon just as the Greeks did after 
them, and although the origin of the game is 
unknown, it seems to be as old as man's 
desire for challenge and his love of wagering. 


A game that blends skill with strategy and 


chance, backgammon almost exclusively has 
been a favorite of the upper class and was 
reserved only for royalty in some parts of the 
world centuries ago. 


But, today, anyone and everyone is putting 


their fifteen silk-smooth discs on the board 
and moving them along the twenty-four 
alternately colored points to victory. 


The modern-day backgammon boom, 


which knows no social bounds, is largely 
accredited to Prince Alexis Obolensky, a 
backgammon whiz who belongs to one of 
twelve ruling Russian families who fled their 
homeland during the revolution. 


The Prince, or "Oby" as backgammon 


enthusiasts 
call 
him, 
sponsored 
a 


backgammon tournament in 1904 as a 
promotional stunt for a Bahaman hotel. The 
event sparked a renewed interest in the game 
and lead to the birth of the World 
Backgammon League which now boasts 
millions of members and at least fifty charter 
clubs in the United States. 


In restaurants and hotel banquet rooms all 


over Chicagoland every night of the week, it's 
possible to find entire families, swinging 
singles, the casual blue jean set and the more 
elegantly 
clad 
pondering 
over 
the 


backgammon board.' 


Most players say they are attracted to the 


game because of the challenge involved and 
the social opportunities that go hand-in-hand 
with regular tournament play. 


The board is a battlefield where two

opponents endeavor to block each other and 
advance their own men until they have all 
been cleared from play. 


The object of the game sounds easy enough, 


but the unpredictable roll of the dice can 
muddle the game of even the 
most 


accomplished backgammon player. 


The element of chance makes it possible for 


the novice to beat a champion, and it has 
happened, but, the more experienced and 
skilled player will ultimately win out, most 
players say. 


As if the basic game wasn't enough to 


handle, Americans invented the "doubling 
cube" during the turn of the century which 
allows either player at any time to raise the 
stakes up to 64 times the original bet. 


While there are plenty of jet-setters who 


play for five-digit stakes, most players pass- 
off significant betting and support the game 
for the fun of it. 


Socializing is a main reason for the growing 


popularity of backgammon. While it takes 
only two to play, backgammon lovers almost 
always gather in crowds because the average 
15 minute game allows for the switching of 
partners and the mingling of personalities. 


"I come out to play the game and meet new 


people. It's a lot of fun and fast moving," said 
Linda Simon, a Chicago resident who 
frequents Monday night tournaments at 
Lincoln Park's Belden Stratford Hotel. 


Anywhere from seventy to two-hundred 


people gather for the evening tournaments 
sponsored by the National Backgammon 
League, one of two main organizations that 
promote the game In the Chicago area. 


The Monday night tournaments attract 


mostly singles in their twenties and thirties 
who sit at long tables with foam-heavy mugs 
of beer or glasses of frothy mixed drinks, 
laughing, talking loudly and sometimes only 
staring in deep concentration over the 
backgammon boards. 


Whether 
expert 
or 
amateur, 
the 


backgammon player Is a soldier of fortune, a 
gambler, a social mover, a computer and a 
wizard who moves quickly and with great 
confidence. 


His tactics are the kind that have won wars, 


while his luck is the kind that has turned a 
pauper into a millionaire overnight on Wall 
Street.

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The contestants arc cool but eager to begin 


as (hey square off. Then, one player drops tlic 
dice Into his cup, swishes them around like a 
fine wine, and with an authoritative shake 
sends them tumbling onto the board. 


Wild computation begins even before the 


dice settle In place as the player weighs his 
own position against the roll of the dice and 
the probability of his opponent's next move. 


The skill and good fortune of only one 


player will triumph In the end and, perhaps, 
be rewarded with a little something from his 
opponent's pocket book. 


"I'm hooked on the game. It's by far the 


most Interesting and exciting two-person 
game there is," said Sargls Serges, of 
Arlington Heights and a member of the 
Backgammon Club of Chicago. 


Serges has become so proficient at Uie 


game since first learning It two years ago, 
that he placed third In an Invitational 
tournament which the club sponsored in 
Chicago this summer. 


Serges 
not 
only 
"loves" 
to 
play 


backgammon, but takes pride in hand- 
making backgammon sets for members of the 
exclusive, Chicago Gold Coast Club. 


An Interior designer by trade, Serges 


combines colors and materials for his 
backgammon sets that cannot be found in the 
ready-made game boards that sell in stores 
for as little as $23. Hut then the price tags on 
Serges sets run $200 and up. 


Where backgammon has given Serges a 


new hobby. It has provided others like Simon 
Nairn with n full-time jab. 


Nairn Is a professional backgammon player 


who learned the game as a boy in his native 
Israel. 
He 
plays 
with 
the 
National 


Backgammon League and uses the prize 
money 
from 
regional 
and 
national 


tournaments he has won to support his 
university studies in Chicago. 


"It's the greatest feeling In the world to be 


playing In the winner's circle during a big 
tournament. That's why it's so great to play 
backgammon here In America. In this

country, It's the challenge that counts and 
everybody loves a winner." 


Everyone seems to find his own challenge 


In backgammon. 


Steve Blanchard, winner of a recent 


marathon tournament sponsored by the 
National Backgammon League and .the 
American Cancer Society, got his kicks by 
setting n new Guinness Book world record 
with 83 hours of continuous play. 


Most of his peers couldn't figure him out 


since many of the tournament players found 
themselves falling asleep in their scats at the 
backgammon board and In hallways and 
taxicabs while they were on their way home 
from the exhausting event. 


"There's an awful lot of mental fatigue that 


you go through when you play in those 
tournaments," said Star Christopher, a

member and instructor for the Backgammon 
Club of Chicago. 


"The game involves a lot of concentration 


and it really gets your adrenalin going. When 
-you finally get up from the board, you feel like 
you've been hit by a car if you've been playing 
far a-white," said Ms. Christopher, a Des 
Plaines resident. 


There are people like retired Sergeant 


Major Pierre LaRoux who can't seem to get 
enough of the game. 


LaRoux, the author of several books on 


backgammon, reportedly played 31,576 solo 
games while patroling the upper Yukon 
Territory some years back. 


He explains in one of his books about how 


his hands unconciously moved the pieces 
around the board. 


"My hands took on their own distinct 


personalities. The right hand was reckless, 
blotted audaciously and doubled whimsically. 
The left was statistical, cool and detached." 


And there are those who won't play for less 


than $5 a point and sometimes play for as 
much as $50. The highest rolling game on 
record 
took place 
in 
Britain where 


contestants played for $10.000 a point which 
came to n final pot of $600,000. 


There are players of great extremes, but 


there is room for them all in Chicago's two 
major backgammon organizations. 


Both the Backgammon Club of Chicago and 


the National Backgammon League require 
dues which entitles their members to weekly 
tournaments, instruction, seminars, chartered 
trips, newsletters and discounts on backgam- 
mon paraphernalia. 


Each organization gives its players the 


chance to advance gradually to tougher 
divisions of play, based on ability, and to 
accumulate master points from regular 
tournaments. 


Each group also allows its best players to 


battle it out on the boards at an annual 
brouhaha where the winner usually walks 
away with a hefty sum of money that is 
always matched with a donation for charity. 


While the basics of the two organizations 


are similar, the members arc not. 


The estimated 350 members of the 


Backgammon Club of Chicago are largely 
Lake Shore Drive jet-setters who meet 
several times each week in the plush 
surroundings of Maxim's de Paris in the Astor 
Towers Hotel. 


The players snack from a menu specially 


designed for the club in a dimly-lit room done 
in deep colors and trimmed with peacock 
feathers. The evening's conversation volleys 
from compliments on new outfits and 
comments about posh gatherings of the past 
to intriguing moves on the backgammon 
board. 


Those interested in joining the club must 


complete an application form that asks for 
their employer's name, their job title and at 
least two references. The candidate must 
receive a vote of approval from the club's 
board of directors before he's given the right 
to pay $160 in dues the first year and $100 in 
dues each following year. 


"We would like to see the popularity of the 


game grow, but we arc also interested in 
keeping our membership limited, it's more 
intimate this way," said president Valerie 
Valentine who launched the club in 1973 after 
she learned the game from a friend and was 
interested in playing on a regular basis with 
other people. 


Jack Schacht was also interested in getting 


a group of regular backgammon players 
together when he formed the National 
Backgammon League in 1974. The original 
club chapter was in his cast Rogers Park 
neighborhood and about IS others have since 
been established in the Chicago area 
including one in New Town and another in 
Skokie. 


The league has about 2,500 members who 


pay $60 dues annually. The organization 
attracts an average of about 100 players to its 
regular evening tournaments which are 
Mondays at the Bclden Stratford Hotel, 
Chicago; Tuesdays at the Tower Garden 
Restaurant, Skokie; Wednesdays at the

Some basics of backgammon

All It takes lo learn the game of backgam- 


mon Is time, good basic Instruction and desire. 


Once you have the fundamentals under your 


belt, It's easy. 


The necessities of the game arc: 
• Two players. 
• A backgammon board, which can usually 


be found on the back of most checkerboards 


• Thirty men or checkers, half In a different 


color. 


« A pair of dice nml two dice cups. 
• A doubling cube, which Is on ovcrslrcd die 


with the numbers 2, -I, R, 16,32 and 64 marked 
on Its faces, used to keup score and jack up the 
stakes. 


The men arc set up at the start of the game 


as shown In the diagram. The board of twenty- 
four alternately colored points Is divided Into 
four quadrants: the upper right being the 
black home, the upper left being black outer 
table, the bottom right being the white home 
and the bottom left being the white outer 
table. 
. The middle strip dividing the board Into out- 
er and Inner tables Is called the "bar," and the 
points closest to It arc called "bar points." 


In the way the board Is set up In the dia- 


gram, the contestant '.vltli the white men will 
move his men In a counter clockwise direction 
from the black home table to his white home 
table. The contestant with the black men will 
move his men in a clockwise direction from the 
while home table to his ou n black home table. 


flayers can move one or more of their men 


from point to point on the numbers they roll 
with each turn nt the dice. You may divide the 
numbers you roll among two or more of your 
men, although the moves must be handled 
separately. 


If you spin doubles, you can move double the 


total number you have rolled. 


Players defend the points they occupy by 


doubling up their men. You have the chance to 
bounce your opponent's men off the board 
when you land one of your own men on n point 
where only one of his men is resting. 


If you land on a point occupied by only one of 


your opponent's men. it's called n "blot," and 
your opponent Is forced to move Unit man onto 
the bar. 


A player can only re-enter one of his men

turning up numbers on the face of the doubling 
cube. It allows for the raising of the stakes up 
to 64 times the original bet. If the other player 
doesn't feel he can accept the new bid, because 
his position on the board isn't that good, he for- 
feits the game at the original stakes. 


Knowing whether or not you can afford to 


accept the Increased stakes is an Important 
part of the game, especially for these who play 
for the big money. 


After the basics, it's the strategy of the 


moves and the probability of positions on the 
board against the dice and the doubling cube 
that must be mastered. 


The best way to become proficient at the 


game and familiar with the moves is to play 
with many different people on a regular basis. 


Most accomplished players say backgam- 


mon is a simple game to learn but a difficult 
game lo master.

PARIS — II bvglns Innocently enough. You 


enter a quiet little restaurant and arc shown 
la a table clcganly draped In white cloth 
illuminated by the soft glow of candle light. 


At Hie waiter's suggestion you order the 


specialties of the region starting with a light 
while wine mid a loaf of fresh broad. 


What follows is likely to be a highlight of 


your trip to Prance, « meal that will tiring 
back 
mouth-watering 
memories 
many 


months later. France is a land full of gas- 
tronomic delights where dining is a sen.suul 
experience seducing even the most unsophis- 
ticated palntc. 


Nowhere else in the world Is fine cuisine 


so highly regarded. French cooking is truly a 
work of art as dear to the hearts nnd stom- 
achs of the Frenchman as tlic treasures of the 
l.ouvc. Visitors in France should surely taku 
lime from sightseeing to sample these deli- 
cacies. Some may ho tempted to skip the 
Eiffel Tower altogether to spend their entire 
stay exploring the palaces of culinary plea- 
sures. 


If France is the land of gastronomy then 


I'nris is the culinary capital of the world. 
Visitors will find more than 12,000 restaurants 
to choose from, more than any other city in 
Urn world, ranging from the famous restau- 
rants of haute cuisine where you will pay $25 
and up to small, simple bistros where you can 
get a memorable meal for around 11. For a 
quick bile Ihcrc art* brasseries which are a 
mixture of a restaurant and bar often associ- 
ated with a beer company, cafes where you 
can enjoy a snack or sandwich while enjoying 
Die Parisian atmosphere, patisseries which 
often have a few tables nnd chairs where you 
may be tempted to make a meal of French 
pastries and coffee, and street stalls offering 
crepes, waffles and masted chestnuts. 


Most of the restaurants in France serve 


meals from noon to 2:30 p.m. and from 7 to 9 
p.m. Dining late in the evening Is fashionable 
In the larger cities and it Is Important to re- 
nerve your table as much in advance as pas- 
sible. Most restaurants add a service charge 


of 12 to I.I per cent to your bill. If service is not 
included the usual tip is about 15 per cent ol 
(lie bill and it is customary to tip the wine ste- 
ward (sommclier) separately. 


Menus vary from the deluxe printed type to 


a mimeographed version of the specialties of 
the day to a handwritten bill of fare. If you 
wish to be daring order n la carle or select 
from the fixed price menu where all courses 
arc included in one price. Some restaurants 
also offer a menu tourisliquo, usually a three 
course moderately priced meal designed 
especially for tourists, 


If you are uncertain what to order ask the 


waiter (garcon) about the restaurant's spe- 
cialty dishes. Of course wine Is served with 
French meals and very often two wines are 


served, one to go with the appetizers and one 
with the main course. It is appropriate to ask 
questions about (lie wines but generally white 
wine goes with while meat, fish and "light" 
dishes while red wine goes with red meat and 
"rich" entrees. In smaller restaurants a "vin 
ordinaire" is usually proper. 


Choosing a wine is almost a game in France 


and there arc certain rituals that are followed. 
The waiter should show you the bottle before 
it is opened and once the cork is removed he 
may offer it to you for inspection. Some wines 
may he left open for a few minutes allowing 
them to "breathe." The waiter will pour some 
in your glass for sampling. If you are a con- 
noisseur you will hold the glass to the light 
to take in the color, sniff the wine to capture 
its bouquet, take a small sip and cast a know- 
ing glance to your table partner before ex- 
pressing your approval. 


One more tip about dining in France — be 


patient. The French look forward to meal lime 
as a highlight of their day, a time to relax 
and enjoy. The chefs take great pride in their 
creations, preparing dishes with an artistic 
flourish. One of the reasons that the food is so 
outstanding is that the dishes are made from 
scratch and are prepared fresh rather than 
from precooked portions. This takes time. Al- 
low yourself about one and a half to two hours 
for lunch and two or three hours for dinner. 


A typical French meal consists of an hors- 


d'oeuvre, main dish, salad, cheese, and des- 
sert. An aperitif may be taken before a meal, 
followed by one or two wines served with the 
courses, and a coffee or liqueur following the 
meal. The French believe that excessive 
drinking before meals clestroys the taste buds 
and many also frown on smoking between 
courses for the same reason. It is customary 
to drink coffee only after a meal and it is 
served black unless specifically ordered with 
milk (aulait). 


French foods are so diverse and so numerous 


that one could spend years discovering them 
but a few examples may serve to whet the ap- 
petite. Hors-d'oeuvres are otten pork delicacies, 
raw vegetables or dishes based on poultry 
products or fish. In the winter the evening 
meal often starts with soup. Pates, omelettes,

fondue, escurgots and bouillabaisse sire a lew 
"starters" often appearing on menus. 


Fish. beef und poultry often make up main 


course entrees. France is rich in stock raising 
regions su there is iin excellent selection of 
meats including the classic Chateaubriand. 
Musi main dishes arc served with a vegetable 
garnish — artichokes, cauliflower, asparagus, 
peas, potatoes, or eggplant. France is famous 
(or mushrooms since it was the French who 
discovered how to cultivate mushrooms in the 
late IHth Century. 


A variety of salmis are served following the 


main course and just before cheese is served. 
There are about 3RS kinds of cheese in France 
and often a selection <>( cheeses are served 
(ram a cheese board. Start with a mild cheese

cassis which is a black currant liqueur. After 
dinner drinks include Cognac. Armagnac. and 
Csilvadiis French IK-ITS go with eerlai>) dishes 
such us sauerkraut and sausages. 


When it comes to I ho best in French cooking 


there are two schools of thought, one which 
says the best cuisine is in Paris, and the other 
which says tin- real culinary treasures are to 
bo discovered in the small cilies. towns and 
humlct.s in the provinces 


It is true tlul the prov moos do have certain 


regional specialties which have made them 
luiiioiih in their own right and at course the 
wines, which are named for their region, 
have also earned their respective reputations 
(or excellence. 


A.S they make Uieir way through the province* 


travelers can often visit the caves and wine 
cellars where (he wine is processed. Grapes 
arc harvested in the early fall although the 
exact time of harvest is a bit of a gamble for 
Po<>* 10 
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the grower. If grapes are left on the vine they 
can soak up more sunshine which produces 
more sugar and more alcohol when fermented 
If the grower waits too long, however, he can 
ruin his crop. Incidentally several wine ex- 
perts have said that l'J7G may be an outstand- 
ing year for wine because the drought that 
plagued Europe this past summer meant more 
days of sunshine and fewer days of rain, a good 
omen for the wine maker. The proof will be 
in the tasting. Most French wines are avail- 
able for sale roughly two years after the har- 
vest 


During the harvest pickers clip the grapes 


close to the vines and deposit them into wood- 
en baskets or plastic containers carried by 
workers walking up and down the rows. The 
grapes are carted to the winery- where the 
stems are removed und the grapes aru placed 
In troughs. The grapes arc pressed, allowed to 
ferment and are aged in wooden casks, bar- 
rels or In bottles. In the Champagne method, 
often used to make sparkling wines, (he wine 
is stored in bottles which are turned and tilted 
by workers over a period of weeks until the 
sediments gather in the neck of the bottle. 
The bottle necks are then frozen so when the 
cork or cap Is removed the sediment is "dis- 
gourgcd" before the bottle is corked again. 


Wine gets its color from the length of time 


the juice is in contact with the skins of the 
grapes. White wines can be made from red 
grapes that are pressed quickly before the 
.skins arc allowed to impart any color. 


Even if you don't know u word of French, 


reading the label on a bottle of French wine 
can impart some irn|x>rtant facts. Most French 
wine names are basically place name, linr- 
gundy is made in (he province of Burgundy. 
Bordeaux in the wine region of Uordeaux and 
Cliablls Is a wine that is named for the dis- 
trict in Iturgundy where it is produced. The 
words appellation controleo on the label are a 
guarantee by the French government of the 
origin of the wine. Cliatcnu is the vineyard 
where the wine is produced, propictairc is the 
owner of the vineyard and ncgociant is the 
wine dealer who may buy, boltlo und ship 
wines. The vintage year is the year of the 
harvest. 


Some ol the regional specialties in wine in 


food include: 


• Bordeaux. Located on the Atlantic coast in 


southwest France. Bordeaux has 30 different 
districts producing rod and while wines all 
classified as fine wine areas by the French 
government. The Mcdoc wines have fine 
bouquet and long lasting qualities, the Graves 
region produces elegant white wines, St. 
Kmilion and I'omerol produce full-bodied rich 
red wines, and the Sauternes-llarsac region 
has great, sweet white wines. Also produced 
in this area is Cognac, a brandy made from 
I ho distillation of while wine from selected 
vines. Near I'crigord ono finds truffles, a type 
of mushroom called "black diamonds" for 
their outstanding fragrance and taste. They 
grow around the roots of oak trees and are 
gatheiod by using dogs or sows trained lo 
sniff them out. Further south in the Basque 
country (ho spceialty is shellfish which are 
I'oiind in the Hay of Biscay and the Gulf of 
Gascngm* Armagnac. which is often sold in 


flat, round flasks, known us Basque bottles, 
is also u brandy made from white wine. 


• Umgucdoc. Mediterranean Languedoc is 


the largest w ine growing area in Europe pro- 
ducing more than a third of French table 
wines including names such us Clairette du 
Umguodoc. Frontignan, Lunel, SI. Jean de 
Mincrvnis, Fitou and Itoussillon. Nearby is 
Avcyron where Itoquefort cheese can be 
found. This blue-veined cheese is made from 
ewe's milk and is aged in natural caves. It 
was the favorite choose of Charlemagne 


• Cotes Du Hlione. Vineyards line the banks 


of the Illume Ittvcr lor about 125 miles producing 
wines that aru heady, robust, vigorous and rich 
in color. The northern wines both red und 
white, have a distinct flavor and smooth 
bouquet. The most famous of the southern 
wines is Chatcaunouf-du-1'apc. produced near 
Avignon where the Popes took up summer re- 
sidence in New Castle (Chaleauneuf) during 
medieval times. The wine hus a deep"red 
color and the highest alcoholic content of any 
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in France. North near Lyon one finds the fa- 
mous I.yonnaisc cooking, a delight for the 
epicurian. Some dishes found in the region are 
matelote d'anqtiillc (eel cooked in red wine and 
onions), poulct aux ccrcvisscs (chicken with 
crawfish), tele de cochon roulee et pislachec 
trolled pig's head with pistachios I and gateaux 
de noix < wa Inut cake). 


• Cotes do Provence. Southeastern Franco 


has heady rod, rose und white wines and is 
also famous for Uanou. u white round cheese 
that comes wrupped in chestnut leaves. North 
along the border one finds 
1 many fine cheeses 


produced from cattle graving on the slopes 
of the French Alps. Fondue is a popular 
dish here and one also finds the largest of all 
French cheeses. Kmmenlal. an enormous 
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Here's all you need to know 
to order like a connoisseur

Don't let those French menus scare you! 


The fear of making a mistake when or- 


dering Is certainly understandable. You are 
confronted with a maze of words of foreign 
fare and are presented with the prospect of 
ordering blind only to be served some wild 
concoction looking like nothing you've seen 
before. 


But with a simple lesson in the lingo of 


French menu madness you too can conquer 
the (oar of flying in the face of French cuisine. 
Try these translations on for size. 


A heel-shaped hunk of cheese weighing from ITS 
to 200 pounds. Another specialty of this area 
is Chartreuse, a green liqueur made from 
nromnllc plants that grow on the wooded 
slopes. 


• Durgundy. The vineyards carrying this 


name cover some 00,000 acres in Eastern 
France and contribute 25 per cent of French 
wine exports. The vine was first cultivated In 
Gallo Roman times and later developed by 
monks. The big domains of the olden days have 
been divided and subdivided as they were 
handed down through the generations until to- 
day there are more than 100,000 individually 
owned pieces of vineyards. The wines include 
Bcaujolals and Macon, which are both red and 
white wines; I'oiiilly-Fuisse and Clwblis, white 
wines; and the great Burgundies of Cotes-dc- 
Nulls and Cotes-de-Beaunc. 


• Alsace. The Alsatian vineyards arc located 


along the Ithinc In the northeastern section of 
France. The wines arc typically bottled in 
long "flutes" and Include dry, w hltc wines such 
as Hlesllntf, Gcwurztrnmlncr, and Muscat 
d'Alsacc. One of the specialties here Is a sauer- 
kraut prepared In white wine. About two-thirds 
of the sauerkraut production of France comes 
from this region. Patcdc FolcGrns cncroutc, 
minced veal wrapped in crust, is another 
popular Alsatian dish. Further west In the 
Lorraine region the popular dish is Quiche 
Lorraine, a pastry filled with custard made 
from fresh cream, cheese and bacon. Other 
specialties arc fruit brandies such as Mira- 
belle, made from plum; kirsch, made from 
distilled cherries; and poire William, made 
from poor. The wines of the region arc often a 
very pale beige rose. 


• Champagne. Only Ihc sparkling wine from 


this region is allowed to use the name Cham- 
pagne, a wine that dates back to the time of 
the Homan legionnaires who found the vine- 
yards when they marched into Gaul. The 
Champagne wine of 2,000 years ago was a' red 
wine and when It threatened to put the wines 
of Homan Italy to shame the wines were 
ordered destroyed. Two hundred years later 
they were replanted and Champagne has 
nourished ever since. Beginning with the 
crowning of King Clovls in 496, Helms, the 
capital of Champagne, became the scene of 
French coronations and Champagne became 
(he coronation wine. 


• Normandy and Brittany. These two fingers 


of France protruding into the Atlantic arc not 
famous wine growing regions but they arc 
quite well known for their gastronomy. Nor- 
mandy, in northwest France, Is known for Its 
cheeses. Camcmbcrt, invented In 1970 by a 
local dairy maid, Is a soft cheese with a flowery 
crust that Is the most widely exported In 
France. Pont 1'Evcquc, made since the 13th 
Century, Is a soft paste cheese with washed 
crust and Llvarot, another of the most ancient 
Norman cheeses, is soft paste with a brownish- 
red crust that Is smooth and shiny. Normandy 


is also known for Cavados, an alcoholic drink 
made from apples which is often drunk be- 
tween courses or following a meal, and oysters 
which derive their reputation from thcSaintc- 
Vanst's oyster breeding method. Normandy 
also has one of the most famous breeds of cat- 
tle in France which produce rich milk, cream 
and butter that Is used In sauces in many 
gourmet dishes. The area is especially noted 
for beef tripe. Further south'in Brittany one 
finds the production of strawberries and 
vegetables such as cauliflower, artichoke, 
leeks, potatoes and onions. The region is also 
famous for gridlc cakes which arc often sold 
with roasted sausages and for its poultry 
production Including Cotes-du-Nord, one of the 
leading breeds of poultry in France. 


• Loire Valley. There arc more than 500,000 


acres of vineyards In the Loire Valley most sit- 
uated along Ihc Loire River and its tributaries. 
In the western region around Nantes one finds 
Muscadct, a dry, light white wine popular in 
France and abroad. The lively white wines of 
Sanccrrc, Rcuilly, Poulllcy-sur-Loirc and 
Quincy arc fragrant and dry. The wines of 
Touralnc such as Bourqucll and Chlnon arc 
light red wines with a hint of violets and rasp- 
berries, and Vouvray a wine that can be found 
dry, sweet or sparkling. There arc a variety 
of red and white wines in Anjou and Simmur 
including the sparkling Saumur wines mndc in 
the Champagne method. The region is also 
known for Anjou pears and apples and for 
asparagus which grows in the sands along the 
river. The Loire region has surpassed the 
Paris area in mushroom production now pro- 
ducing about 100,000 tons per year. 5

Winter.

snow and cold, who marvel nt the delicately 
frosted Queen Anne's Lace by the roadside or 
listen for the chickadees at a backyard 
feeder, the "Wildlife's Christmas Treasury" 
offers spirited holiday reading. Beautiful 
color photos of plants, birds and other 
wildlife, accounts of holiday legends and 
selections on everything from choosing a 
Christmas tree to the making of natural 
holiday decorations will appeal to those who 
prefer to remain Indoors in wintertime. 


The special magic of December days Is 


reflected 
In 
contrasting 
photo-essays 


produced by five teams of photographers and 
conservation journalists. From the deserts 
and mountains of the southwest to Canada 
geese searching for food at a Massachusetts 
pond, the portraits of winter wildncss are 
striking.

Guthrie's tale of 
his youth, music 
and adventures 


SEEDS OF MAN by Woody Guthric (Dutton, 
$11.95)

During his life, Woody Outline several times 


tried to write about his search, at age 19, with 
his father, brother and uncle for a silver lodo 
his grandfather found but never mined. 


This narrative, mostly written in 1947 and 


1940, Is the most complete but It too is unfin- 
ished. Among the earlier forms was "Silver 
Mine." 


The narrative Is part fiction, part autobio- 


graphy, or as Guthric wrote, "an experience 
lived and dreamed." It pulsates with the 
rhythms of life, particularly with the dialogue, 
mostly written to reflect the Texas dialects. 
At the same time though, this form of dialogue 
is overly wordy and may cause many readers 
to put down the book without finishing. 


For the minimal amount of action in the book 


—they never find any silver—the pace is very 
slow. What Guthric has done is concentrate on 
life, the lust, adventure and music that filled 
his youth. 


Perhaps the finest section is the opening 


"Drip Gas," In which Guthric and companions 
try to find a leak In a natural gas pipeline so 
they can fill up their truck. A camaraderie 
comes through the freezing cold and the near 
fatal fire. 


With Guthrie's earlier autobiography, 


"Bound For Glory," to be the subject of a 
movie released this month, this new volume 
should get a lot of attention. Guthrle was one 
of America's best folksong writers. But be 
warned, the large amounts of dialogue written 
In dialects will slow down your reading. 


Tolkien's 'Letters' 
the perfect gift 
for Christmas 


THE FATHEIt CIIUISTMAS LETTERS, by 
J. R. R. Tolkien (Houghton Mlfflin, $8.95). 


Here Is a book that will make the perfect 


Christmas gift for two»kinds of people — those 
who are fans of Tolkien and "The Lord of the 
Rings" trilogy and those who have never 
heard of either the man or his epic. 


"The Father Christmas Letters" is a delight- 


ful, lavishly illustrated volume which repro- 
duces the letters Tolkien wrote for his children 
from 1925 through the early 1940s. The letters, 
written in a shakcy hand that is exactly right 
for the old man of the North Pole, told of Fa- 
ther Christmas's adventures and usually de- 
tailed the antics of North Polar Bear, Santa's 
willing but often clumsy "helper." 


The colorful illustrations are also Tolkien's 


own, 
for Father Christmas and sometimes 


North Polar Bear drew pictures for their cor- 
respondents to illustrate their letters. 


Other characters in the letters include Paksu 


and Valkotukka, two polar cubs who are North 
Polar Bear's nephews, red and green elves, 
and goblins, described by Father Christmas 
as "very much what rats are to you, only 
worse, because they are very clever." 


Devoted Tolkien fans will bring their know- 


ledge of the dates during which Tolkien was 
writing the trilogy to their reading of the let- 
ters. Some passages in the letters during the 
late 1930s particularly the last letter, written 
during World War II, describe battles between 
Father Christmas and the goblins which are 
clearly exercises which led to the writing of 
the great battle scenes of "The Lord of the 
Rings." 


In addition, the tone of the letters change as 


time passes in much the same way Tolkien's 
tone changed after he wrote "The Hobbit." a 
charming children's story, and embarked on 
"The Lord of the Rings," a work much more 
likely to captivate adults. 


Knowledge of Tolkien's other works, how- 


ever, is totally unnecessary to enjoyment of 
this volume. Children will love it and adults 
who retain any sense of wonder will also en- 
joy it. 


The book may, in fact, find its most delighted 


buyers among Tolkien fans who have been try- 
Ing to convert skeptical friends. The book is 
just 50 pages, easy to read and does not require 
the same commitment as the three volumes 
of the trilogy. 


However, some readers introduced to Tolkien 


through this book will doubtless find them- 
selves lured into his longer works. 


Once they take the bait, they will probably 


find themselves life-long fans of the master 
of fantasy in the 20th Century.

The U.S. Postal System has announced new procedures for ordering first day 


cancellations will be implemented after the first of the year. 


Two options will be available: collectors may continue to have the Postal 


Service affix the new adhesive and cancel their covers at the first day city, as 
before, or collectors may purchase the new issue at their local post office and 
within 15 days, send the stamped cover to the first day city for cancellation. 


The second option is similar to the one used by the Postal Service in cancel- 


ling the 50 State Flags Issue In February. It is expected to simplify the adminis- 
trative burden of accounting for remittances at the first day site and for affixing 
the new stamps to collectors' covers. 


The Postal Service claims the new procedure will also benefit the collector 


who, by affixing his own stamps, will have control over .-entering, perforations 
and the arrangement of stamps on the covers.

The Australian Post Office has released two Christmas stamps, in 15-cent and 


45-cent denominations, and a 25-cent Christmas aerogramme. 


An official, serviced first day cover franked with both stamps is 72-cents 


(Australian) and a souvenir pack containing a mint single of each adhesive is 
70-ccnts — both from "The Philatelic Bureau, Australia Post Office, Box 9000, 
Melbourne, Victoria, Australia 30001."

ported. 


But if you were driving, particularly In several areas of the 


Northwest suburbs, there were some spots which were hazardous 
during this first major snowfall of the season. Local officials and

This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season. 
Last winter we hod a total of 33 storm 
warnings," he said. 


SNOW COMMAND members 
for 


both agencies ore assigned to salt and 
plan* certain regions. Their Job does 
not end until the pavement is visible 
and clean and weather conditions 
have Improved. 


Both the county and state contract 


the services of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports Into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
IOC Plaza Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, tho snow com- 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 


advance and members of the snow 
commands arc called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
are donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights arc revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


T1IE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
tollways for heavy rush-hour traffic. 


Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic are cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee Road, 
Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Head, River Road, 
Higgins Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser traveled county roads are 


cleared last Manpower and machin- 
ery is allocated on the basis of need. 


The streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
ways are high priority, said Glenn 
Frederichs, assistant 
superintendent 


of the county highway department 


BOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail In different sections of 
each community at bridges or sharp 
curves, he said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing does not ususally 
begin until two or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the icy 
s n o w a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up In minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We are ready to get those plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know ne could be using them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late in the season before," said 
McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main pulse of 


the state's northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes SCO men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Ave., Arlington Heights 
and J175 Blesterficld Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and 15 to 20 trucks, McLean said. 


The county has local dispatching of- 


fices at 
Algonquin and Mecham 


Roads, Schanumburg, and on Ballard 
Road in Des Flames which each have 
about 11 trucks and 22 men. 


The county draws from a total force 


of 56 trucks and about 112 men for its 
countywide snow removal program, 
Frcderichs said. 


Memories of 101-year old deaconess 
She never lost missionary zeal' 


SISTfiR METTE HAGEN celebrated hor 101 it birthday this week at tho 
Dtacontii Horn* In Park Ridge. The Lutheran deaconess (pent 39 years 
In Madagascar at a nurio and missionary.

Sitting serenely in a chair at the 


Deaconess Home next to Lutheran 
General Hospital in Park Ridge, the 
only clues to Sister Mette Hagen's 
post adventures arc a small cross on 
her dress and a copy of the New Tes- 
tament by her side. 


But when the 101-year-old Lutheran 


deaconess sets her Incredible memory 
to work, It reveals tho story of her 39 
years as a bold and untiring nurse 
and missionary in Madagascar, now 
the Malagasy Republic. 


Sister Melto recalled some of her 


missionary experiences this week 
when she celebrated her 101st birth- 
day with hospital employes and other 
deaconesses at the home. 


"Wonderful" is the word she uses 


most often to describe her work from 
1907 to 1946 among the superstitious 
people of the Indian Ocean Island. "It 
was a privilege to spread the gospel," 
she said. 


SISTER METTE was born In Haga 


Verde, Norway, in 1875. When her fa- 
ther died in 1900, she left Norway and 
joined her sister In the United States. 
She entered deaconess and nurses 
training at the Norwegian Lutheran 
Deaconess Home and Hospital in Chi- 
cago. 


In 1907, when she was 82, she felt a 


calling to missionary work and board- 
ed a ship to Madagascar with another 
deaconess and minister. 


"We wanted to bring the gospel to 


the heathen," Sister Mette said. "The 
heathen believed that someone made 
them, but they didn't know anything 
about the living God and Savior." 


"We had to teach them everything 


and when we teach, we always tell 
them about the Lord," she said with 
her slight Norwegian accent. 


Sister Mette and the other mis- 


sionaries taught the women of the is- 
land to sew and cook. The sisters 
learned the native language as they 
taught. 


SHE SAID her training in nursing 


came in handy when she was called 
on to help deliver babies. But most 
important, she said, was the teaching 
of Christianity. 


"When at first I came, I couldn't do 


the language," she said. "But when 
we learned, we taught them the 10 
Commandments and they 
learned 


them by heart." 


Sister Mette said many of the na- 


tives woro bracelets to ward off evil 
spirits. She said there were many su- 
perstitions, and the missionaries were 
Intrigued by the natives' funeral ser- 
vices. 


She said the natives of Madagascar 


would cover graves with huge stones, 
sometimes taking many men more 
than three weeks to get a stone in 
place to keep away evil spirits. 


During Sister Mette's time as mis- 


sionary, the natives of the island lived

"The 
foc.il point of every room is an over- 
loaded ashtray." 


Hermann was able to market his 


Idea after joining Anchor Products 
Co., which distributes promotional gift 
Items for breweries and distilleries. 


After experimenting with glass and 


plastic, Hermann decided on gray 


marble and placed the initials NSAT 
(non smoker's ash tray) on the lop. 
The product retails for $6 and whole- 
sales for half that amount. 


"It looks like an ashtray you can't 


get an>thlng into," Hermann said. 
"The engraving on top gives it con- 
vcrsationa* appeal so it doesn't look 
like n dead hunk of nothing. It's the 
inverse of an ashtray — a satire of an 
ashtray." 


In case a smoker doesn't get the 


message, Hermann includes a pock of 
headless matches with his product. 


"Everybody seems to think it's the 


perfect gift for somebody else," he 
said. "A lot of people call the ashtray 
a gimmick. There's no way of con- 
testing that, but it's only half a gim- 
mick. It has Its serious side." 


In addition to sales in gift shops and 


discount stores, Hermann said the 
ashtray is being considered for use as 
a diploma for persons graduating 
from Mop-smoking schools and as a 
premium for insurance companies 
which give lower rates to nonsmoken. 


"It's really just a polite way of say- 


Ing not to smoke." 


"I THINK IT would be good for the

"They wanted a bookshelf — 
someplace to put their Bibles and 
psalms." 


Sister Mette said It was not dan- 


gerous work, but she noted another 
deaconess was killed while coming to 
Madagascar — not by natives, but by 
a mine that sunk the ship on which 
she was traveling. 


Her return to the United States in 


1946 came in the bottom deck of a 
warship. It was the only place where 
there was room for any passengers, 
the ship's captain told her. 


But she was not bothered by the 


guns, steel and dampness of the lower 
level of the ship. 


"We hod a wonderful Christmas 


there," she said. 


The ship pulled into New York in 


1946 when Americans were welcoming 
back victorious soldiers from World 
War II. 


"We stopped at the Statue of Liber- 


ty. It was wonderful to see," she said. 
"They had a welcome for the soldiers, 
but we took it for us, too." 


SISTER METTE spent 12 years car- 


ing for sick friends and relatives 
when she returned. Since 1958 she has 
lived at the Deaconess Home. Much of 
her time is spent knitting blankets for 
the pediatrics unit of the hospital, a 
trade she mastered and taught in 
Madagascar. 


Her hearing Is poor and her eye- 


sight Is very bad. But the employes of 
the Deaconess Home say she never 
complains. 


"I think it's wonderful that I can 


remember and think about this," Sis- 
ter Mette said. "I've had an inter- 
esting life. Surely I have."

This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season.

SNOW COMMAND members for 


both agencies are assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job docs 
not end until the pavement is visible 
and clean and weather conditions 
have improved 


Doth the county and .stale contract 


the services of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
100 Plata Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com- 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 


advance and members of the snow 
commands arc called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
are donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights arc revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 
• 


THE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
toll ways for heavy rush-hour traffic. 


Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic are cleared early. 
Those routes Include Dundee Road, 
Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway,- 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Higgins Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser traveled county roads arc 


cleared last. Manpower and machin- 
ery Is allocated on the basis of need. 


The streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
ways are high priority, said Glenn 
Frederlchs, assistant superintendent 
of the county highway department. 


BOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail in different sections of 
each community at bridges or sharp 
curves, he said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing does not ususally 
begin until two or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the icy 
s n o w a f t e r 
temperatures 
have 


dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up in minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We are ready to get those plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know we could be using- them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late in the season before," said 
McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main puke of 


the state's northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes 800 men 
and 350 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Avc.. Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Biestcrfielcl Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and 15 to 20 trucks, McLean said. 


The county has local dispatching of-

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Memories of 101-year old deaconess 
She never lost missionary seal 


SISTER METTE HAGEN celebrated hor 101 it birthday (hit week at the 
Deeconest Home In Park Ridge. The Lutheran deaconess spent 39 years 
In Madagascar as a nurse and missionary.

Sitting serenely in a chair at the 


Deaconess Home next to Lutheran 
General Hospital in Park Ridge, the 
only clues to Sister Mcttc Hagcn's 
past adventures arc a small cross on 
her dress and a copy of the New Tes- 
tament by her side. 


But when the 101-year-old Lutheran 


deaconess sets her Incredible memory 
to work, it reveals the story of her 39 
years as a bold and untiring nurse 
and missionary In Madagascar, now 
the Malagasy Republic. 


Sister Mette recalled some of her 


missionary experiences this week 
when she celebrated her lOLst birth- 
day with hospital employes and oilier 
deaconesses at the home. 


"Wonderful" is the word she uses 


most often to describe her work from 
1907 to 1946 among the superstitious 
people of the Indian Ocean Island. "It 
was a privilege to spread the gospel," 
sho said. 


SISTER METTE was born In Haga 


Verde, Norway, In 1B75. When her fa- 
ther died In 1900, she left Norway and 
joined her sister in the United States. 
She entered deaconess and nurses 
training at the Norwegian Lutheran 
Deaconess Home and Hospital in Chi- 
cago. . 


In 1907, when sho was 32, she felt a 


calling to missionary work and board- 
ed a ship to Madagascar with another 
deaconess and minister. 


"We wanted to bring the gospel to 


the heathen," Sister Mcttc-said. "The 
heathen believed that someone made 
them, but they didn't know anything 
about the living God and Savior." 


"We had to teach them everything 


and when we teach, we always tell 
them about the Lord," she said with 
her slight Norwegian accent. 


Sister Mcttc and the other mis- 


sionaries taught the women of the is- 
land to sew and cook. The sisters 
learned the native language as they 
taught. 


SHE SAID her training in nursing 


came in handy when she was called 
on to help deliver babies. But most 
important, she said, was the teaching 
of Christianity. 


"When at first I came, I couldn't do 


the language," she said. "But when 
we learned, wo taught them the 10 
Commandments and they 
learned 


them by heart." 


Sister Mctte sold many of the na- 


tives'wore bracelets to ward off evil 
spirits. She said there were many su- 
perstitions, and the missionaries were 
intrigued by the natives' funeral ser- 
vices. 


She said the natives of Madagascar 


would cover graves with huge stones, 
sometimes taking many men more 
than three weeks to get a stone in 
place to keep away cYil spirits. 


During Sister Mette's time as mis- 


sionary, the natives of the Island lived

fund from $1.60 per $100 equalized as- 
sessed valuation, where it has been 
since 1964, to $2.20 per $100, he said. 


Tho GO-cent Increase in the educa- 


tion fund would be levied gradually 
over six years. Tho over-all tax rate 
would not Increase from $2.51 per $100 
equalized assessed valuation because 
the tax rate In the bond and interest 
fund would drop as bonds are retired 
and as the board raised the education 
fund rate, Grodsky said. 


"We're not proposing to raise your

ty. It was wonderful to see," she said. 
"They had a welcome for the soldiers, 
but we took it for us, too." 


SISTER METTE spent 12 years car- 


ing for sick 'friends and relatives 
when she returned. Since 1953 she has 
lived at the Deaconess Home. Much of 
her time is spent knitting blankets for 
the pediatrics unit of the hospital, a 
trade she mastered and taught in 
Madagascar. 


Her hearing is poor and her e\c- 


sight is very bad. But the employes of 
the Deaconess Home say she never 
complains. 


"I think it's wonderful that I can 


remember and think about this," Sis- 
ter Mette said. "I've had an inter- 
esting life. Surely I have."

Doth departments had snow remov- 


al units on the streets at 6 a.m. to do 
battle with 01' Man Winter, but 
Charles McLean, traffic maintenance 
director for the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation, said 
there wasn't 


much advance warning of Friday's 
snowstorm because of a sudden 


change In winds coming off Lake 
Michigan. 


"This year the weather has been 


really erratic. This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season. 
Last winter we had a total of 35 storm 
warnings," he said. 


SNOW COMMAND members for 


both agencies arc assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job does 
not end until the pavement is visible 
and clean and weather conditions 
have improved. 


Both the county and state contract 


the services of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports Into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
100 Plaza Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com- 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 


advance and members of the snow 
commands are called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
are donned, snow- trucks with flashing 
lights are revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


THE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
tollways for heavy rush-hour traffic. 


• 
Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic arc cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee Road, 
Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Higglns Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser traveled county roads are 


cleared last. Manpower and machin- 
ery is allocated on the basis of need. 


The streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
ways arc high priority, said Glenn 
Fredericks, assistant superintendent 
of the county highway department. 


BOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail in different sections of 
each community-at bridges or sharp 
curves, he said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing does not ususally 
begin until two or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the icy 
s n o w a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up In minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We are ready to get those plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know ue could be using them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late in the season 
before," 
said 


McLean, who supervises a six-county 


. district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main puke of 


the state's northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes 800 men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs arc dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Ave., Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Biesterfield Rd.. Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and 15 to 20 trucks, McLean said. 


The county has local dispatching of- 


fices at 
Algonquin and Mediant 


Roads, Schanumburg, and on Ballard 
Road in Des Plaines which each have 
about 11 trucks and 22 men. 


The county draws from a total force 


of 56 trucks and about 112 men for its 
countywide snow removal program, 
Fredericks said.

i£ Memories of 101-year old deaconess 
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She never lost missionary seal 


SISTER METTE HAGEN celebrated her lOItt birthday this week at the 
Deaconeii Home in Park Ridge. The Lutheran deaconess spent 39 years 
In Madagascar at a nurse and missionary.

Sitting serenely in a chair at the 


Deaconess Home next to Lutheran 
General Hospital in Park Ridge, the 
only clues to Sister Mette Hagen's 
past adventures arc a small cross on 
her dress and a copy of the New Tes- 
tament by her side. 


But when the 101-year-old Lutheran 


deaconess sets her incredible memory 
to work, it reveals the story of her 39 
years as a bold and untiring nurse 
and missionary in Madagascar, now 
the Malagasy Republic. 


Sister Mctte recalled some of her 


missionary 
experiences this week 


when she celebrated her 101st birth- 
day with hospital employes and other 
deaconesses at the home. 


"Wonderful" Is the word she uses 


most often to describe her work from 
1907 to 1946 among the superstitious 
people of the Indian Ocean Island. "It 
was a privilege to spread the gospel," 
she said. 


SISTER METTE was born in Haga 


Verde, Norway, In 1875. When her fa- 
ther died in 1900, she left Norway and 
joined her sister in the United States. 
She entered deaconess and nurses 
training at the Norwegian Lutheran 
Deaconess Home and Hospital in Chi- 
cago. 
N 


III 1907, when she was 32, she felt a 


calling to missionary work and board- 
ed a ship to Madagascar with another 
deaconess and minister. 


"We wanted to bring the gospel to 


the heathen." Sislcr Mette said. "The 
heathen believed that someone made 
them, but they didn't know anything 
about the living God and Savior." 


"We had to teach them everything 


and when we teach, we always tell 
them about the Lord," she said with 
her slight Norwegian accent. 


Sister Mette and the other mis- 


sionaries taught the women of the is- 
land to sew and cook. The sisters 
learned the native language as they 
taught. 


SHE SAID her training In nursing 


came in handy when she was called 
on to help deliver babies. But most 
Important, she said, was the teaching 
of Christianity. 


"When at first I came, I couldn't do 


the language," she said. "But when 
we, learned, -Ma taught them the 10 
Commandments and 
they learned 


them by heart." 


Sister Mette sold many of the na- 


tives wore bracelets to word off evil 
spirits. She said there were many su- 
perstitions, and the missionaries were 
intrigued by the natives' funeral ser- 
vices. 


She said the natives of Madagascar 


would cover graves with huge stones, 
sometimes taking many men more 
than three weeks to get a stone in 
place to keep away evil spirits. 


During Sister Mctte's time as mis- 


sionary, the natives of the Island lived

The men who man the plows and

Both departments had snow remov- 


al units on the streets at 6 a m. to do 
buttle with 01' Man Winter, but 
Charles McLean, traffic maintenance 
director for the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation, said there wasn't 
much advance warning of Friday's 
snoujtorm because of a sudden 


change in winds coming off Lake 
Michigan. 


"This year the weather has been 


really erratic. This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season. 
Last winter we had a total of 33 storm 
warnings," he said. 


SNOW COMMAND members for 


both agencies arc assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job does 
not end until the pavement is visible 
and clean and weather conditions 
have improved. 


Both the county and state contract 


the services of private, forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
100 Plaza Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com- 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 


advance and members of the snow 
command; are called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
are donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights are revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


THE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
tolluays for heavy rush-hour traffic. 


Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic are cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee Road, 
Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Hlggins Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser traveled county roads are 


cleared last. Manpower and machin- 
ery is allocated on the basis of need. 


Tile streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
ways are high priority, said Glenn 
Fredericks, assistant superintendent 
of the county highway department. 


BOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail in different sections of 
each community at biidgcs or sharp 
curves, he said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing docs not ususally 
begin Ciitil two or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the icy 
s n o w a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up in minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We are ready to get those plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know we could be using them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late in the season before," said 
McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main pulse of 


the state's northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes 800 men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
mo Lincoln Avc., Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Bicsterfield Rd., Elk Grow 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and IS to 20 trucks, McLean said. 


The county has local dispatching of- 


fices at Algonquin and Mecham 
Roads, Schanumburg, and on Ballard 
Road in DCS Plaines which each havo 
about 11 trucks and 22 men. 


The county draws from a total force 


of 36 trucks and about 112 men for Its 
countywide snow removal program, 
Fredericks said.

The first snowfall of the year snarled traffic In the Northwest 


suburbs and provided the first opportunity to pinpoint the places in 
the area you shouldn't drive on a day like yesterday. 


In some locations, suburban motorists found themselves stran- 


ded for up to two hours, as highway crews struggled to clear snow 
faster than It fell. Expressway driving uas hazardous Friday night 
as thousands of commuters forged through 3 to 4 Inches of snow on 
their trip home. 


The lucky commuters were the riders of the Milwaukee Road and 


the Chicago and North Western where no major delays were re- 
ported. 


But If you were driving, particularly In several areas of the 


.Northwest suburbs, there were some spots which were hazardous 
during this first major snowfall of the season. Local officials and 
motorists say It's the same story in these locations during every 
snow. 


IK YOU STAYED clear of them this time, you were fortunate. 


Here's a report on some of the ones you have to look out for next 
time. 


The much traveled Dundee Road through Arlington Heights, 


Buffalo Grove and Wheeling and Golf and Hlgglns roads In Hoff- 
man Estates and Schaumburg arc the most treacherous. Although 
all are major four-lane roadways, a combination of too many cars 
and the Inability to remove snow rapidly make those roads nearly 
Impassable during rush hours.

PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - Jimmy Car- 


ter announced Friday his secretary of 
state will be Cyrus Vance, a seasoned 
diplomatic negotiator and Washington 
Insider, and his budget director will 
bo Atlanta banker Thomas Bertram 
Lance, an old chum and business as- 
sociate. 


Calling his first cabinet-level ap-

fense secretary, as the "level-headed, 
competent . . . superb negotiator" he 
has tapped for secretary of state, and 
millionaire "Bert" Lance as his 
choice to direct the White House Of- 
fice of Management and Budget. 


"I believe the nation can be reas-' 


surcd that at least In these two ap- 
pointments the choices have been su- 
perlative," Carter said. "I have com- 


plete confidence in these two men." 


The nominees accompanied Carter 


to tho news conference and fielded 
some questions, each calling the op- 


portunity to serve In Carter's adminis- 
tration "a privilege and an honor."

Yuletide music nostalgia 
makes you sing the blues 


W I C H I T A , Kan (UPI) - 


Christmas might be a lot less 
depressing to many people if ra- 
dio stations would play fewer sad, 
nostalgic songs such as "Silent 
Night" and "White Christmas," 
according to mental health offi- 
cials. 


But a campaign by Scdgwick 


County mental health workers to 
get local radio stations to play 
more upbeat tunes like "Jingle 
Bells" has not had much success 
with station program directors so 
far. 


Several program directors said 


they were sympathetic with the 
intent but reluctant to tamper 
with tradition. 


"What 
would Christmas be 


without 'Silent Night' or 'White 
Christmas?'" said Larry Scott, 
program director for KFDI. 


Clarice Harris, director of the 


county's 
North Mental 
Health 


Center, said the emphasis on fam- 
ily activities and having fun dur- 
ing the Christmas season can bo 
depressing for people who are 
alone. 


THE GOAL IN approaching ra- 


dio stations about Christmas ca- 
rols Is to make them aware of the 
sometimes negative effects music 
can have, she said. 


"We follow .traditions without 


much thought of how they may be 
affecting others," she said. 


At the request of one station 


contacted early by the health 
workers, a set of broad guidelines 
were written including examples 
of sad and happy songs. The 
guidelines suggested that a slow 
tempo, minor keys and organ mu- 
sic can prompt sadness. 
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County, state snow crews battled 'worst conditions9

The men who man the plows and 


iolt trucks (or the Illinois Dept. o( 
Transportation and the Cook County 
Highway D«pt. "were facing the 
wont conditions that could exist" Fri- 
day morning because "we didn't get a 
big jump on the snow" and "couldn't 
get the trucks past the can," said an 
official of the state highway depart- 
ment. 


Both departments had snow remov- 


al units on the streets at 6 a.m. to do 
battle with 01' Man Winter, but 
Charles McLean, traffic maintenance 
director (or tho Illinois Dept of 
Transportation, said thero wasn't 
much advance warning ot Friday's 
snowstorm because of a sudden 


change in winds coming off Lake 
Michigan. 


"This year the weather has been 


really erratic. This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season. 
Last winter we had a total of 33 storm 
warnings," he said. 


SNOW COMMAND members for 


both agencies are assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job does 
not end until the pavement is visible 
and clean and weather conditions 
have Improved. 


Both the county and state contract 


the services of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports Into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
100 Plaza Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com- 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 


advance and members of the snow 
commands are called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
are donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights are revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


THE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
tollways for heavy rush-hour traffic. 


Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic are cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee Road, 
Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Higgins Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser traveled county roads are 


cleared la$t. Manpower and machin- 
ery Is allocated on the basis of need. 


The streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
ways are high priority, said Glenn 
Frederichs. assistant superintendent 
of the county highway department. 


BOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail in different sections of 
each community at bridges or sharp 
curves, he said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing does not ususally 
begin until two or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the icy 
snow a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up in minutes what It took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We are ready to get those plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know we could be using them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late in the season before," said 
McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main pulse of 


the state's northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes 800 men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Ave., Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Biesterfield Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and IS to 20 trucks, McLean said. 


The county has local dispatching of- 


fices at Algonquin and Mecbam 
Roads, Schanumburg, and on Ballard 
Road in Des Plaines which each have 
about 11 trucks and 22 men. 


The county draws from a total force 


of 56 trucks and about 112 men for its 
countywide snow removal program, 
Frederichs said.

"This year the weather has been 


really erratic. This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season. 
Lost winter we had a total of 33 storm 
warnings," he said. 


SNOW COMMAND members 
for 


both agencies are assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job does 
not end until the pavement is visible 
and clean and weather conditions 
have Improved. 


Both the county and state contract 


the services of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports Into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
100 Plaza Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com- 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 


advance and members of the snow 
commands are called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
are donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights are revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


THE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
tollways for heavy rush-hour traffic. 


Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic arc cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee Road, 
Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Higgins Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser traveled county roads are 


cleared last. Manpower and machin- 
ery is allocated on the basis of need. 


The streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
ways are high priority, said Glenn 
Frederichs. assistant 
superintendent 


of the county highway department. 


BOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail In different sections of 
each community at bridges or sharp 
curves, ho said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing docs not ususally 
begin until (MO or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the Icy 
s n o w a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up in minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We are ready to get those plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know we could be using them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late in the season before," said 
McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main pulse of 


the state's northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes 800 men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Ave., Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Biesterfield Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and 15 to 20 trucks, McLean said.

County, state snow crews battled 'worst conditions9

The men who man the plows and 


salt trucks for I ho Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation and the Cook County 
Highway Dcpt. "acre facing the 
worst conditions that could exist" Fri- 
day morning because "we didn't get a 
big jump on the snow" and "couldn't 
gel the trucks past the cars," said an 
official of the stale highway depart- 
ment. 


Both departments had snow remov- 


al units on the streets at 5 a.m. to do 
battle with 01' Man Winter, but 
Charles McLean, traffic maintenance 
director for the Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation, said there wasn't 
much advance warning of Friday's 
snowstorm because of a sudden 


change in winds coming off Lake 
Michigan. 


"This >ear the weather has been 


really erratic. This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season. 
Last winter wo had a total of 35 storm 
warnings," he said. 


SNOW COMMAND members for 


both agencies are assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job does 
not end until the pavement ts visible 
and clean and weather conditions 
have Improved 


Doth the county and state contract 


the services of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
100 Plaza Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com- 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out In 


advance and members of the snow 
commands arc called by phone to 


N duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
~ are donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights are revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


THE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
tolhvays for heavy rush-hour traffic. 


Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic arc cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee Road, 
Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Higglns Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser traveled county roads arc 


cleared last. Manpower and machin- 
ery is allocated on the basis of need. 


The streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
-ways are high priority, said Glenn 
Fredcrichs. assistant superintendent 
of the county highway department 


BOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail In different sections of 
each community at bridges or sharp 
curves, he said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing does not ususally 
begin until t«o or mora inches has 
accumulated. There arc restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the icy 
snow a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up In minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We are ready to get those plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know we could be using them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late In the season before," said 
McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main pulse of 


the state's northeastern Illinois enow 
plow operation which utilizes SCO men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Avc.. Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Biesterfield Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and 15 to 20 trucks. McLean said. 


The county has local dispatching of- 


fices at Algonquin and Mechara 
Roads. Schanumburg, and on BaUard 
Road in Des Plaints which each have 
about 11 trucks and 22 men. 


The county draws from a total force 


of 56 trucks and about 112 men for its 
countywide snow removal program, 
Fredericks said.

both agencies are assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job does 
not end until the pavement Is visible 
und clean and weather conditions 
have Improved 


Both the county and state contract 


the services of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports Into a 24-hour switch- 
board at the state's headquarters at 
too Plaiu Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 


freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com- 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 


advance and members of the snow 
commands are called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
are donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights are revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


THE STATE SENDS out special 


crews to clear the expressways and 
lollways for heavy rush-hour traffic. • 


Major state and county roads which 


handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic are cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee Road, 
•Elmhurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Higglns Road, Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 


Lesser 'traveled county roads are 


cleared last. Manpower and machin- 
ery is allocated on the basis of need. 


The streets that lead to local fire 


and police stations and hospitals al- 
ways are high priority,' said Glenn 
Frederichs. assistant 
superintendent 


of the county highway department. 


BOTH AGENCIES also give special 


attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail in different sections of 
each community at bridges or sharp 
curves, he said. 


Initial thin layers of snow can be 


salted, but plowing does not ususally 
begin until two or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the icy 
s n o w a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 


High winds result in drifting that 


can cover up in minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com- 
mand's job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 


"We are ready to get those plows 


rolling from early October and we 
know we could be using them until 
after April — we've had snow that 
late in the season before," 
said 


McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state's Schaumburg office. 


THE OFFICE IS the main puUc of 


the state's northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes 800 men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis- 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Ave., Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Bicsterfleld Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and IS to 20 trucks, McLean said. 


The county has local dispatching of- 


fices at 
Algonquin and Mecham 


Roads, Schanumburg, and on Ballard 
Road in Des Plaines which each have 
about 11 trucks and 22 men. 


The county draws from a total force 


of 36 trucks and about 112 men for its 
countywide snow removal program, 
Frederichs said. 


Memories of 101-year old deaconess 
She never lost missionary zeal 


SISTER METTE HAGEN celebrated her lOlit birthday this week at the 
Deaconott Ham* in Park Ridge. The Lutheran deaconeti spent 39 years 
in Madagascar as a nurse and missionary. 


For testimony on unit district

Sitting serenely In a chair at the 


Deaconess Home next to Lutheran 
General Hospital In Park Ridge, the 
only clues to Sister Mcttc Hagcn's 
past adventures arc a small cross on 
her dress and a copy of the New Tes- 
tament by her side. 


But when the 101-year-old Lutheran 


deaconess sets her incredible memory 
to work, it reveals the story of her 39 
years as a bold and untiring nurse 
and missionary in Madagascar, now 
the Malagasy Republic. 


Sister Mettc recalled some of her 


Missionary experiences this week 
when she celebrated her lokt birth- 
day with hospital employes and other 
deaconesses at the home. 


"Wonderful" Is the word she uses 


most often to describe her work from 
1007 to 1MB among the superstitious 
people of the Indian Ocean island. "It 
was a privilege to spread the gospel," 
she said. 
• SISTEH METTB was born in Haga 
Verde, Norway, In 1875. When her fa- 
ther died in 1900, she left Norway and 
joined her sister in the United States. 
She entered deaconess and nurses 
training at the Norwegian Lutheran 
Deaconess Home and Hospital in Chi- 
cago. 


In 1907, when she was 32, she felt a 


calling to missionary work and board- 
ed a ship to Madagascar with another 
deaconess and minister. 


"We wanted to bring the gospel to 


the heathen," Sister Mette said. "The 
heathen believed that someone made 
them, but they didn't know anything 
about the living God and Savior." 


"We had to tcacb them everything 


and 'when we teach, we always tell 
them about the Lord," she said with 
her slight Norwegian accent. 


Sister Mette and the other mis- 


sionaries taught the women of the is- 
land to sew and cook. The sisters 
learned the native language as they 
taught. 


SHE SAID her training'in nursing 


came in handy when she was called 
on to help deliver babies. But most 
Important, she said, was the teaching 
of Christianity. 


"When at first I came, I couldn't do 


the language," she said. "But when 
we learned, we taught them the 10 
Commandments and they learned 
them by heart." 


Sister Mcttc said many of the na- 


tives wore bracelets to ward off evil 
spirits. She said there were many su- 
perstitions, and the missionaries were 
intrigued by the natives' funeral ser- 
vices. 


She said the natives of Madagascar 


would cover graves with huge stones, 
sometimes taking many men more 
than three weeks to ^ct a stone in 
place to keep a\w ovil spirits. 


During outer Mctte's time as mis- 


sionary, the natives of the island lived

But she was not bothered by the 
guns, steel and dampness of the lower 
level of the ship. 


"We had a \\ondcrful Christmas 


there," she said. 


The ship pulled into New York in 


1946 when Americans were welcoming 
back victorious soldiers from World 
War II. 


"We stopped at the Statue of Liber- 


ty. It was wonderful to see," she said. 
"They had a welcome for the soldiers, 
but we took it for us, too." 


SISTEU METTE spent 12 years car- 


ing for sick friends and relatives 
when she returned. Since 1958 she has 
lived at the Deaconess Home. Much of 
her time is spent knitting blankets for 
the pediatrics unit of the hospital, a 
trade she mastered and taught in 
Madagascar. 


Her hearing is poor and her e>e- 


sight is very bad. But the employes of 
the Deaconess Home say she never 
complains. 


"I think it's wonderful that I can 


remember and think about this," Sis- 
ter Mettc said. "I've had an inter- 
esting life. Surely I have."
